Videotape evidence 
in drink-drive trial 


The first drinking-driv¬ 
ing trial in Victoria provin¬ 
cial court history in which 
videotaped evidence was 
presented ended Monday 
with the acquittal of a 18- 
year-old man on two char¬ 
ges and conviction on one. 

Judge Gilbert Hogg ac¬ 
quitted Spasoje Ristic-Pe- 
trovic, of 880 Royal Oak 
Drive, on charges of having 
care and control of a vehi¬ 


cle while impaired and 
while having a blood-alco¬ 
hol content over .08, and 
convicted him on a charge 
of failing to remain at the 
scene of an accident. 

Ristic-Petrovic was 
charged by Saanich police 
following incidents on the 
evening of Dec. 17. 

Saanich became the first 
municipal police force in 
B.C. to use videotaping in 


the fight against drinking 
drivers when its police 
board authorized the 
spending of $3,600 to pur¬ 
chase equipment a year 
ago. 

Vernon was the first B.C. 
community to launch into 
the videotaping program, 
finishing a 10-month pilot 
test last year. There are

Three years ago, a 6,- 
900-foot outfall at Clover 
Point was scheduled to cost 
$2.5 million, including the 
£ost of the pipe. 

Taxpayers in Victoria, 
Saanich and Oak Bay were 
to foot the bill, and have 
forked out about $2.2 mil¬ 
lion to get the pipe 1,000 feet 
from the pumping station, 
and about 200 feet offshore 
at the tip of Clover Point. 

Now they could find 
themselves paying as 
much as another $7 mil¬ 
lion to move it out an¬ 
other 3,000 feet. 

Bids were opened Mon¬ 
day at the Capital Region 
office to complete the out¬ 
fall to half the originally 
scheduled length, and they 
ranged from $2.7 million to 
$7.3 million, plus $214,000 
for the pipe. 

Noteworthy by its ab¬ 
sence from the bidding was 
the firm of H.B. Contract¬ 
ing, which got the original 
contract to build the out¬ 
fall. 

That contract was let in 
the summer of 1977, but 
work was halted at the 1,- 
000-foot mark, and the out¬ 
fall project was'lost in 
court in a maze of legal 
suits and counter-suits. 

When the dust had set¬ 
tled it was over an out- 
of-court settlement which 
saw H.B. keeping $1,545,000 
already paid by the region, 
and receiving another $225, 
000. The region also paid 
the firm $250,000 for pipe it 
had purchased as part of 
the contract, although 
much of the pipe had been 
damaged in storage. 

Regional taxpayers also 
forked over $104,224 to con¬ 
sulting engineers Associat¬ 
ed Engineering Services 
Ltd. for design and super¬ 
vision on the project. 

Legal fees, it was said, 
“should not be more than 
$50,000,” but then there 
was an unknown cost to 
have engineering consul¬ 
tants CH2M Hill study and 
report on tidal conditions 
off Clover Point and the 
outfall design. 

Eventually it was decid¬ 
ed that the region could get 
away with extending the 
pipe out to the 3,600-foot 
mark, and CH2M Hill was 
paid $14,780 to supply tech¬ 
nical information for an ap¬ 
plication to the Pollution 
Control Branch for the 
shorter outfall.

Tourism up, not down 
says happy minister 


If Vancouver Island tourism is collapsing, some¬ 
body has failed to let Tourism Minister Pat Jordan 
in on the secret. 

Jordan said Monday she wondered where a report of 
Victoria tourism being crippled in June came from. 

If anything, she said, things were going the other 
way, and her prediction was for British Columbia 
tourism to be up 10 per cent on its record 1979 level. 

Although she hadn’t seen the newspaper article 
which claimed tourism was being hit by the blues, Jor 
dan said going by what she had been told, the writer 
had been given “some very bad information. 

“In fact, tourism throughout B.C. is in a very 
healthy state right now. Our overseas market is up, 
our Alberta-Manitoba visitors are up, and the ^over¬ 
night stays throughout B.C. from the United States ap¬ 
pear to be up significantly. 

“In Victoria, they have had one of the best seasons 
they have ever had to date. In the last few days there 
may have been some concern, but a meeting my 
people had this morning with the people from Vic¬ 
toria indicated no consensus of major concern or in 
fact that business was down.” 


Up-Island, the reports from places like Port Al 
berni, Nanaimo and Tofino were that tourism was 
holding strong and appeared to be up, Jordan added. 

She thought the report of tourism being crippled 
would do a “great disservice" to all the people in the 
private sector who were “working hard and putting 
up their hard-earned money to make this a successful 
tourist year.” 

Jordan spent several days in Washington earlier 
this month letting Americans know- B.C. was ash¬ 
free and only a couple of hours away if they wanted 
a break. 

She said there was no doubt the tourism industry 
in the Seattle-Tacoma area had been substantially hit 
through the eruptions of Mount St. Helens* and there 
was no question that Washington and Oregon were the 
“rubber tire corridors” for B.C.-bound tourists from 
California. 

Jordan said she had called for an assessment of 
California market areas to see what had happened and 
to strengthen marketing to combat any hard times.

Lea, the NDP caucus 
chairman, drew his march¬ 
ing orders Monday for 
“disorderly conduct” when 
he refused to be seated 
and give way to the Speak¬ 
er. It is tradition for an 
MLA to resume his seat in 
silence when the Speaker 
takes the floor.

Shoyama, 64, will teach at the 
School of Public Administration and 
the Centre for Pacific and Oriental 
Studies of the faculty of arts and 
science. 

Shoyama was deputy minister 
under various Liberal finance minis¬ 
ters from 1971 to 1979. He was awarded 
an outstanding achievement award of 
the public service of Canada and was 
piade Officer of the Order of Canada. 

Shoyama was appointed special ad¬ 
viser on the constitution to the Privy 
Council office in February, 1979, and 
then spent six months as chairman of 
Atomic Energy of Canada Ltd., before

He has also served as an economic 
adviser to the Saskatchewan govern¬ 
ment and once had an appointment as 
special assistant to then-NDP leader 
Tommy Douglas.

Canada's role in the Pacific com¬ 
munity will be Shoyama’s main semi¬ 
nar topic with the Centre for Pacific 
and Oriental Studies.

Kamloops child 
kidnap victim 
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KAMLOOPS (CP) — Po¬ 
lice are still searching for a 
one-year-old girl believed 
to have been kidnapped 
early Friday morning and 
are considering a number 
of theories about her ab¬ 
duction. 

“It is a kidnapping,” said 
Sgt. Ted Jones of the 
RCMP. “A child has been 
spirited away and we don’t 
know who took her.” 

Police and border guards 
in British Columbia have 
been asked to keep on the 
alert for the child, known 
only as Marca. Police have 
not yet released the girl’s 
family name. 

Jones said kidnapping 
for ransom is considered 
unlikely to be the motive 
for the abduction. The 19- 
year-old mother and 21- 
year-old father have a 
modest income, he said. 

Police are considering 
possibilities that the kid¬ 
napping is the work of a 
mentally-disturbed person 
who wants a child or a 
professional baby-snatcher 
who might sell the girl to a 
childless couple. 

When last seen, the child,

lowed deputy premier 
Grace McCarthy to hold 
her riding in Vancouver- 
Little Mountain — were 
proof of the unethical prac¬ 
tices which had not been 
satisfactorily answered by 
the government in the 
Legislature.

He said that type of ques¬ 
tion was the same as the 
questions on misuse of fe¬ 
deral NDP funds made by 
Mair. 

The amendment was de¬ 
feated in a division by 27 
votes to 16 and the bill was 
subsequently read a sec¬ 
ond time after a further 
division and 28-17 vote. 

Outside the house. Lea 
told press gallery journal 
ists that he had not meant 
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to be ejected and would 
withdraw his remarks and 
apologize to the deputy 
speaker today. 

He said the NDP had 
proposed a “reasoned 
amendment” asking the 
Social Credit government 
to explain its sleazy and 
corrupt election practices 
in last year’s election — 
"why Dan Campbell threw 
out thousand-dollar bills, to 
answer the charge about 
campaign funds collected 
in Toronto and Vancouver 
going directly into the pre¬ 
mier’s office. It’s asking 
them what happened to the 
Ekardt report (on electoral 
resdistribution) before it 
saw the light of day in the 
Legislature.” 

Lea said the government 
had not answered the ques¬ 
tions and had instead been 
making “wild and stupid 
charges against NDP 
members.” 

Lea claimed to report¬ 
ers that he had been asked 
to leave the house because 
of his unparliamentary 
language and seemed un¬ 
aware that his ejection had 
been caused by his failing 
to give way and be seated 
when the Speaker rose to 
speak. ^

Provincial Secretary 
Evan Wolfe's concern for 
the future health of public 
sector pension plans wasn’t 
evident in March, accord¬ 
ing to the B.C. Government 
Employees’ Union, which 
says the minister at that 
time actually supported the 
case the union is now mak¬ 
ing. 

In a press release from 
his ministry March 5, 
Wolfe is credited with say¬ 
ing the financial position of 
the public sector pension 
plans was excellent. 

“The government of B.C. 
has always had a policy of 
substantially funding the 
pension commitments it 
makes through the various 
pension statutes,” Wolfe 
said in the press release. 
‘‘As a result, the govern¬ 
ment has built up very 
large pension funds for 
public servants, teachers 
and municipal em¬ 
ployees.” 

The 46,000-member 
BCGEU has been battling 
Wolfe and the provincial 


government since the min¬ 
ister recently introduced 
amendments to pension 
legislation that will limit 
cost-of-living indexing to 
an increase of eight per 
cent a year. n 

The BCGEU is upset, it 
says, because it wasn’t 
consulted and because em¬ 
ployee contributions will 
increase from 6to seven 
per cent. It wants the right 
to negotiate pension mat¬ 
ters on the grounds that 
they involve the future fi¬ 
nancial well-being of its 
members. 

Wolfe has argued that the 
changes planned now are 
necessary to assure the 
strength of the funds in the 
future and that they are 
being made with the best 
interest of the employees in 
mind. 

A week ago today, the 
day after the last of 17 
protest rallies, the BCGEU 
met with Wolfe and Pre¬ 
mier Bennett, but all con¬ 
cerned have adopted a 
tight-lipped stance ever 
since. 


The BCGEU executive 
meets today to discuss 
what promise, if any, came 
out of last Tuesday’s meet¬ 
ing. It said it would have no 
comment in the meantime. 

Other unions affected by 
the planned changes have 
been, for the most part, 
less vocal than the BCGEU 
in their objections. How¬ 
ever, indications that the 
changes may eventually hit 
crown corporation pension 
plans have brought some 
complaints from unions 
dealing with B.C. Hydro. 

The Canadian Union of 
Public Employees has spo¬ 
ken out at the leadership 
level, but the membership 
had only slight representa¬ 
tion at the rallies. 

In his March 5 press re¬ 
lease, Wolfe said the B.C. 
government was one of the 
few in North America to 
show concern about the 
funding of public sector 
pensions. 

‘‘As a result, our plans 
are very well funded by 
public sector standards 
today.” 


He said the government 
would continue to keep a 
“vigilant eye” on the finan¬ 
cial status of the pension 
plans. 

“I can only comment on 
our plan,” said BCGEU as 
sistant director Jack 
Adams Monday. “But 
basically, what he says in 
that press release is the 
same stand we’ve been tak¬ 
ing—that the plan is in 
good shape and there really 
is no shortfall.” 

The union bases its argu¬ 
ment on the fact more 
money has been going into 
the fund each year than has 
been coming out. 


Strike, bridge woes 
cut BCR profit 50% 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
lengthy strike, slumping 
lumber markets, a severe 
freight car shortage and 
bridge repairs are blamed 
for reducing the B.C. Rail¬ 
way’s 1979 operating profit 
to half the 1978 figure. 

The crown-owned rail¬ 
way had an operating 
profit for 1979 of $4.6 mil¬ 
lion, down from $8.69 mil¬ 
lion the previous year, 
president Mac Norris said 
in the railway’s annual re¬ 
port released Monday. 

However, interest pay¬ 
ments of more than $54 
million on debts of more 
than $687 million brought 
the railway’s net loss for 
the year to $48 million, up 
from about $44 million in 
1978. 

The strike by 2,900 rail¬ 
way employees, which 
began Dec. 10, cost the rail¬ 


way $4 million, Norris 
said. 

However, the new 30- 
month contract signed Feb. 
19, broke the pattern of 
annual confrontation at the 
bargaining table and pro¬ 
vided titne to develop bet¬ 
ter union-management re¬ 
lations, he said.

The second test, standing 
still with head tilted back 
and eyes closed, was per¬ 
formed without error. 

The third test consisted 
of touching an index finger 
finger to the nose. Ris¬ 
tic-Petrovic had a litRe dif¬ 
ficulty, brushing his mous¬ 
tache initially. 

The final test was raising 
each leg, one at a time. He 
performed this without any 
difficulty, the playback in 
dicated. 

“I -would give him a 


pass,” Hogg said in his 
judgment. 

The judge noted that Ris¬ 
tic-Petrovic wavered a bit 
on the heel-to-toe test but 
said the officer also wa¬ 
vered demonstrating it.

Can halt baldness 
Finnish scientists say 


LONDON — Two 
Finnish scientists said they have 
developed a scalp treatment that 
can halt baldness and even start 
new hair growing in many cases. 

The scientists, who are potting 
the treatment on sale in the form 
of a solution, say that among vol¬ 
unteers who applied it to their 
scalp for 28 weeks, hair growth 
resumed in 60 per cent of the 
cases and hair lots decreased 
within four weeks. 

The claim, however, was 
greeted with initial reservation by 


some medical experts. 

The product contains a syn 
thetic detergent, which clears 
away dead hairs and other dirt 
clogging the fofliefes — the tiny

Thais battle Viet attack 


BANGKOK (CP) — Thai¬ 
land was reported Monday 
to have scrambled fighter 
bombers and helicopter 
gunships to help repulse an 
attack by Vietnamese 
troops operating across the 
border from neighboring 
Cambodia. 

Western diplomatic 
sources said Thai infantry 
and tanks, backed by the 
aircraft, were engaged in 
heavy fighting against a 
force of between 1,200 and 
1,700 Vietnamese troops 
who launched attacks 
against border refugee 
camps shortly before 
dawn. 

The intruders were hold¬ 
ing two refugee encamp¬ 
ments and two villages on 
the Thai side of the border, 
the sources said. 

First reports said about 
1,000 Cambodian refugees 
and 130 Thai soldiers had 
been killed. 

The attack, backed by 
tanks and an artillery bom 
bardment, appeared to be 
in retaliation for Thai¬ 
land's voluntary repatria¬ 
tion of refugees to Cambo¬ 
dia. 

The Vietnamese-backed 
Cambodian government in 
Phnom Penh has denounc¬ 
ed the scheme as a manoeu¬ 
vre to send in reinforce¬ 
ments to its enemies. 

In Washington, the Unit¬ 
ed States accused Vietnam 
of aggression against Thai¬ 
land and said it was in close 
touch with Thai author¬ 
ities. 

State department 
spokesman Tom Re:,ton 
told reporters the situation 
on the Thai-Cambodian

Envoy’s coffin 
centre of storm 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Due 
to a Soviet mixup, the body 
of Chad’s ambassador to 
Moscow was left unpro¬ 
tected in a coffin on a hot 
airport tarmac for three 
days last week, prompting 
a furious protest by Afri¬ 
can diplomats, informants 
said Monday. 

The misplaced coffin fur¬ 
ther compounded an al¬ 
ready delicate diplomatic 
incident that began when 
the Soviet Aeroflot airline 
demanded $12,000 in west¬ 
ern currency in advance to 
fly the body of ambassador 
Baba Hasan and four mem¬ 
bers of the Chad delegation 
to Ndjamena, the capital of 
Chad. 

Hasan died June 7 of 
cerebral hemorrhage in a 
Soviet hospital, but efforts 
to fly his body out immedi¬ 
ately were complicated by 
the civil war in Chad that 
periodically closes the air 
port in the capital. 

A plane carrying the. 
Chad delegation finally left 
last Tuesday, but upon ar¬ 
rival at a refuelling stop, 
officials were unable to 
find the coffin on the 
plane.

NEW DELHI (AP) — 
The death in a flying acci¬ 
dent of Sanjay Gandhi, son 
of Prime Minister Indira 
Ghandi, plunged India into 
political uncertainty Mon¬ 
day. 

Gandhi, 33, controversial 
heir to his mother’s politi¬ 
cal power, was killed with a 
flying instructor when 
their plane crashed near 
Gandhi's home minutes 
after takeoff from a local 
airport. 

Senior politicians had 
come to accept the likeli¬ 
hood that Sanjay would 
succeed his mother and a 
period of stable but tough 
central government was 
ahead. With Sanjay gone, 
analysts are predicting a 
swift return to factional¬ 
ism and jockeying for influ¬ 
ence. 

The government’s All- 
India Radio said instructor 
Subhash Saxena was pilot¬ 
ing the plane when it 
crashed. Other sources 
said that question might 
never be answered because 
the plane had dual con¬ 
trols. 

A government spokes¬ 
man confirmed reports 
that the U.S. built Pitts SA- 
2 biplane was doing aero¬ 
batics shortly before it 
crashed. 

Moist-eyed but com¬ 
posed, Mrs. Gandhi visited 
the site of the crash twice. 
Accompanied by her son’s

widow, she rode in an open 
van beside the body from 
the hospital where Sanjay 
was pronounced dead to 
her official residence 
where his body was put on 
view. Sanjay also is sur¬ 
vived by an infant son and 
an elder brother, Raiiv. 

Mrs. Gandhi returned to 
power last January in a 
landslide national election 
victory that Sanjay and his 
Congress Party youth wing 
helped to engineer. 

Sanjay Gandhi became 
controversial in the last 
days of his mother’s first 
administration, when he 
held no elected office but 
used his influence to push 
through such projects as 


demolition of illegal hous 
ing and coercive birth con 
trol. Resentment oi his ac¬ 
tions helped bring Mrs. 
Gandhi's election defeat. 

During the Janata party 
rule that followed Mrs. 
Gandhi’s fall from power, 
he was indicted in 12 cases 
alleging abuse of power 
and corruption. 

He was convicted in one 
case, involving wilful de¬ 
struction of a film satiriz 
ing his mother’s regime 
that had been submitted to 
government censors. The 
conviction was overturned 
on appeal and the other 
cases were dropped after 
Mrs. Gandhi returned to 
power. 


Multi-murder suspect 
left note about N-war 


DAINGERFIELD, Texas (AP) — The 
man charged with spraying semi-auto¬ 
matic gunfire into a crowded church, kill¬ 
ing five persons and injuring 11 others, 
left a note at his home predicting nu 
clear war with the Soviet Union, police 
said Monday. 

The note was found in the kitchen of the 
home of Alvin Lee King. A police spokes¬ 
man said it dealt with “a nuclear first- 
strike by the Russians ” 

The spokesman said it appeared King 
“was one of those people who stockpile 
weapons and food supplies” for an ex¬ 
pected nuclear attack. 


A gunman dressed in a steel helmet 
and a flak jacket kicked in the door of the 
First Baptist Church on Sunday and start 
ed firing at the congregation with a 
semi-automatic weapon after declaring: 
“This is war.” 

As this Northeast Texas town of 5,000 
prepared to bury its dead. King, 45, a 
student of psychology and a former math 
teacher, was in critical condition after 
undergoing surgery Monday in Galves¬ 
ton, 480 kilometres away.

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A regional centre 
still sounds best 


In years past all the hospitals in this 
district took care of women having babies. 
More recently there has been a movement to 
change this. It is part of a broader essential 
effort to end the duplication of medical ser¬ 
vices in neighboring hospitals and at the same 
time to provide better care. 

The idea in brief has been to divide rather 
than duplicate speciality care among the hos¬ 
pitals of any region. Thus Victoria General 
Hospital has the only unit for bum patients. 
Royal Jubilee handles all open heart surgery. 

There is more than money to be saved 
from such an arrangement. The doctors, 
nurses and technicians providing any specia¬ 
lity service need steady work to maintain their 
skills and to justify expensive equipment. 
Victoria or Saanich might not provide enough 
patients, whereas all parts of the Capital 
district could. 

We come now to the question of a single 
regional centre for childbirth and baby care — 
obstetrics and pediatrics—the latest and most 
controversial phase in the regionalization of 
speciality hospital services in the Capital 
district. 

There should be only one question at issue: 
what arrangement will provide the best hospi¬ 
tal care for mothers and babies in the Capital 
district? 

At present Royal Jubilee and Victoria 
General Hospitals each handle about 1,350 
births a year, the Saanich Penninsula Hospital 
another 180. Total: about 2,900. A majority of 
experts in childbirth say that 3,000 to 4,500 
births a year are needed to operate a service 
specializing in this kind of care, with the better 
results it can obtain. 

So if the regional speciality concept is to 
have a chance, all future mothers-to-be need to 
be channelled to the obstetrics and pediatrics 
centre to be housed in the hospital under 
construction on Helmcken Road. Both Jubilee 
and the Saanich Peninsula Hospital need to 
give up this kind of care. 

Nobody objects to having a super medical 
service for mothers and babies in the commu¬ 
nity. But shutting down obstetrics at the other 
two hospitals, an essential feature of the plan, 
is another matter. Some doctors and local 
politicians are opposing that. They appear to 
want to have their cake and eat it too. 

The decision to centralize obstetrics was 
neither arbitrarily nor quickly made. The 
question was studied by our local doctors, 
nurses, hospital administrators and the re¬ 
gional Hospital and Health Planning Commis¬ 
sion — in detail and over the past seven years. 
Experts in mother and baby care from other 
parts of Canada and from the United States 
were consulted and endorsed the idea. Such 
consolidation is a worldwide trend. 

One problem for ordinary citizens in un¬ 
derstanding the issue is that the arguments in 
favor of a regional obstetrics unit are so 
clinical. Proponents speak of neonatology, of 
improving perinatal mortality and morbidity. 
They — and we — need to be reminded that 
what we are talking about is people, not just 
people but mothers and newborn babies. 

It is precisely because we are talking 
about people that the regional obstetrics 
centre should go ahead. Prominent doctors in 
this field say it will offer a better chance for 
the handful of high-risk births each year. 
They say it will lessen the chance of babies in 
such cases suffering brain or other damage, 
with the agony that brings parents and the ex¬ 
pense that imposes on the community over 
many years. 

Back to the main question: will a single 
regional unit provide better care for mothers 
and babies? A clear majority of the people who 
should know say: yes. So let’s get on with it. 


Why subsidize convention centres? 



OTTAWA — I am so used to gov¬ 
ernments spending millions on pro¬ 
jects without proper 
cost-benefit analyses 
that I am almost im¬ 
mune to shock. It is 
only because I had 
been conditioned by 
plans for new con¬ 
vention centres pop¬

Trade and Commerce Minister Herb 
Gray proudly announced that $19 mil¬ 
lion of (our) federal tax money would 
be dropped into the pot with $27 
million of (our) Ontario tax money 
and $13.5 million of (our) regional tax 
money to build a super $72 million 
convention centre for Metro Toronto. 

Should one share his hope that 
Ontario will up its ante another $12.5 
million to make up the shortfall? 

I can understand why Metro To-

ronto Chairman Paul Godfrey might 
be disappointed that the federal 
pledge wasn’t higher — say equal to 
the provincial. He has to be parochial 
because that’s what he’s paid for. 
Municipal leaders can’t fall behind. 
Thus, when even cities like Ottawa 
and Hull are pushing for convention 
centres Toronto feels obliged to stay 
out front. 

But that is small rationale for fed¬ 
eral involvement anywhere. If its 
purpose in supporting the convention 
industry is to earn foreign exchange, 
there are more effective ways of 
doing it. Building reactors and selling 
surplus power to the U.S., for exam¬ 
ple. Or cutting taxes to make our 
products competitive. 

As far as domestic conventions 
are concerned, both the federal and 
provincial governments should dis¬ 
courage them. Most coaventioners 
deduct expenses from taxable in- 
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There’s a case to be made 
for an end to tax indexing 



OTTAWA-While I don’t 
know what Finance Minis¬ 
ter Allan MacEachen in¬ 
tends to do 
about the 
indexing 
system in 
the income 
tax struc¬ 
ture, I do 
know that 
one impor¬ 
tant ele¬ 
ment has 
been over¬ 
looked in 

the debate on indexing. 

Proponents of the index¬ 
ing system argue that the 
government should not 
automatically gain from 
inflation. If it needs more 
revenue, it should impose 
extra taxes. That would be 
the “honest” approach to 
tax increases. 

That argument would 
hold good if the govern¬ 
ment didn’t, because of in¬ 
dexing at the pay window, 
automatically lose through 
inflation. To balance the 
books, the government 
should be able to gain auto¬ 
matically from inflation at 
the receiving end, while it 
loses at the other. 

The generally accepted 
* figure for government loss 
since the income tax struc¬ 
ture was indexed for infla¬ 
tion is about $7 billion. That 
would cover the increase, 
caused by inflation, in pay¬ 
ments under Old Age Se¬ 
curity, Canada Pension 
Plan, Family Allowances 
and Unemployment Insur¬ 
ance. Though in each case 
the method of tying pay¬ 
ments to inflation is a little 
different, the results are 
the same. With transfer 
payments as well as in¬ 
come tax tied to inflation 
rates, the government 
finds itself constantly pay¬ 
ing more at one end and 
receiving less at the other. 

Two more points are 
made by proponents of

inome tax indexing. They 
argue that without auto¬ 
matic, inflation-caused in¬ 
creases in income tax reve¬ 
nue, the government comes 
under spending restraint. 
As well, they are now argu¬ 
ing that to remove the in¬ 
dexing system would cause 
greater hardship to low in¬ 
come earners than to the 
wealthy, because low in¬ 
comes would suffer the 
greatest percentage in¬ 
crease in taxes. 

Maybe, in the long run, 
when and if the govern¬ 
ment is able to balance its 
books again, removal of 
automatic increases in gov¬ 
ernment revenue will be 
needed to bridle federal 
spending tendencies. But 
it's not necessary now or 
for a long time to come. 
The accumulated deficit is 
such that interest pay¬ 
ments on the federal debt 
account for the largest sin¬ 
gle government expendi-

Why would governments want to 
spend money on facilities which, to 
the extent that they are used, reduce 
their future Income? Would private 
business do that? 

In our kind of democracy it is easy 
to lose perspective—especially when 
three or four levels of government 
conspire to confuse us as to where 
responsibilitiy lies. Convention 
centres are costly ventures with the 
main benefits flowing to a very nar¬ 
row group — hotel people, souvenir 
hucksters, etc. — while the costs are 
carried by the public at large. 

The estimate for the Metro Toron¬ 
to complex stands at $72 million. But 
Campeau Corporation executive Don 
Carroll is reported to have said that 
figure is ridiculously low and the tag 


is likely to be closer to $100 million 
(shades of Jean Drapeau!) That’s 
about $200 each for Metro’s working 
population. I wonder how many To¬ 
rontonians would vote for the centre 
if they had to send a $200 cheque in 
with their ballot. 

A “one-time” benefit from a new 
convention centre would be the crea¬ 
tion of 12,000 new construction jobs. 
“I don’t think any government can 
ignore that fact”, observed Metro 
boss Paul Godfrey as he contemplat¬ 
ed ways of getting the senior levels 
more deeply involved. 

But who wants to work? The Car¬ 
penter’s Union has just shut down the 
construction industry by joining the 
parade for a few cents extra pay 
rather than exploring means of get¬ 
ting more work. Its priority makes 
you wonder what kind of economics 
they teach at that labor school subsi¬ 
dized by federal funds. 

One thing is sure: not even gover- 
ments with millions to spend can ram 
jobs down labor’s throat.

Natural gas as vehicle fuel 
could readily end oil imports 
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ture. That’s a pretty strong 
restraint on unlimited 
spending in other areas. 

So much is it a restraint 
that, despite rising unem¬ 
ployment, despite his own 
publicly stated conclusions 
that we are in a recess¬ 
ion, MacEachen has said 
he has no further plans to 
stimulate the economy. 
This year’s deficit, at about 
$14 billion, will be stimula¬ 
tion enough. 

There exists, therefore, a 
built-in restraint on ex¬ 
panded government spend¬ 
ing: the accumulated defi¬ 
cit. The argument that we 
still need an indexed in¬ 
come tax structure to res¬ 
train expanded spending is 
unconvincing. 

As for the argument that 
removal of indexing from 
the income tax structure 
would hit the low income 
earners harder than the 
wealthy, that’s a red her¬ 
ring. Any tax system that 
professes to be equitable 
would simply make the 
necessary adjustments to 
the tax rates, to ensure 
that no such injustice would 
occur. And whatever one 
may think about taxes, 
there’s no argument about 
the fact that the income tax 
structure at least seeks eq¬ 
uity and quite often almost 
attains it. Nothing is per¬ 
fect; nevertheless, the gov¬ 
ernment does try to make 
us all suffer equally, ac¬ 
cording to our means. 

We could stop indexing 
transfer payments to the 
inflation rate. Indexing the 
tax structure to the infla¬ 
tion rate, so that the gov¬ 
ernment would neither 
gain nor lose, would then 
make sense. The govern¬ 
ment would continue to re¬ 
ceive less, but it would also 
payout less. 

But if we continue to 
index transfer payments to 
the inflation rate — and 
public opinion will likely 
continue to insist on that — 
there is an argument in 
favor of balancing these 
automatic increases in 
payments with equally 
automatic increases in 
taxes. 

Here is an element in the 
debate that has not, per¬ 
haps, been discussed as 
much as it should be. We 
likely won’t know what 
MacEachen’s decision will 
be until he brings down his 
budget. Meanwhile, the 
question of indexing should 
be debated as a whole, with 
both paying and receiving 
elements getting equal at¬ 
tention. 


In recent years increas¬ 
ing amounts of natural gas 
have been discovered in Al¬ 
berta, B.C. and Saskatche¬ 
wan. Discoveries of oil, 
however, are not keeping 
pace with consumption and 
an increasing proportion of 
our future requirements 
will have to be derived 
from oil sands which 
means fuel costs will have 
to be higher. Even today we 
are importing a million 
barrels of oil per day. 

In the past 30 years an 
expanding use has been 
made of natural gas in Can¬ 
ada for space heating in 
homes and office buildings. 
Consideration should now 
be given to the substitution 
of natural gas for oil as a 
fuel for vehicles. 

If 40 per cent of the gaso¬ 
line used in Canada by ve¬ 
hicles were replaced by 
natural gas, our net import 
of petroleum could be eli¬ 
minated and our natural 
gas consumption would in¬ 
crease by only 0.6 trillion 
cubic feet (tcf) of natural 
gas per year. When added 
to our present consumption 
of 2.5 tcf, our total annual 
consumpton would be 
slightly over 3 tcf, com¬ 
pared to our present rate of 
new discoveries of 8 tcf per 
year. On the basis of our 
natural gas budget, the 
changeover would be sound 
policy. 

Although many parts of 
Canada do not have ready 
and convenient access to 
natural gas, the four west¬ 
ern provinces do, with part 
of the necessary distribu¬ 
tion systems already in 
place. British Columbia 
imports over 70 per cent of 
crude petroleum refined in 
the province, but B.C. has 
plentiful supplies of natu¬ 
ral gas to make up for its 
shortage in oil. 

Compressed natural gas 
(CNG) as a fuel for vehi¬ 
cles has been used extensi¬ 
vely by a number of com¬ 
panies and agencies in the 
United States. The city of 
Long Beach, Calif., has 
been operating a fleet of 60 
cars on CNG for the past 
two years and is in the 
process of making addi-

tional conversions from 
gasoline to natural gas. The 
La Clede Gas Company of 
St. Louis. Mo. has had a 
fleet of 300 cars operating 
on compressed natural gas 
for the past seven years. 
Conversion kits are avail¬ 
able in the United States to 
adapt gasoline engines to 
compressed natural gas. 
These kits cost $1,400 
(U.S.) per vehicle, allow¬ 
ing for two 2400 psi tanks. 

Since vehicles operating 
on compressed natural gas 
have a limited range of 60 
100 miles depending upon 
weight of the vehicle, con- 
verted vehicles are 
equipped to operate on two 
fuels, with the reserve fuel 
normally being gasoline. 
The operator of the vehicle 
can change from one fuel to 
the other by merely flip¬ 
ping a switch. 

Fleet users state that 
service and maintenance 
on compressed natural gas 
are a standoff with gaso¬ 
line operation. Two to three

more miles per energy- 
equivalent gallon are ob¬ 
tained with CNG than with 
gasoline. Oil and spark 
plug change intervals can 
be doubled when operating 
consistently on CNG. 

The Southern California 
Gas Company of Los An¬ 
geles probably has the lar¬ 
gest fleet of vehicles on 
CNG in the U.S.A. This 
company has been using 
compressed natural gas as 
the vehicle fuel for 10 years 
and currently has 2,250 ve¬ 
hicles operating on it. Driv¬ 
ing range is 35-70 miles on 
two tanks for a half ton 
pickup, and up to 100 miles 
for a smaller Toyota truck. 
The company is operating 
about 400 passenger vehi¬ 
cles, mostly V-8’s with a 
driving range of 70 miles. 

Operators of CNG vehi¬ 
cles state that some loss of 
power is noticeable com¬ 
pared to operation on gaso¬ 
line. However, compressed 
natural gas conversion 
units for gasoline automo¬ 
biles have not attempted to 
optimize the performance 
of the vehicles using this 
fuel. 

For high mileage vehicle 
fleets, fuel savings can be 
sufficient to repay invest¬ 
ment in less than two 
years. After this, net fuel 
cost savings of 50 per cent 
or better can be expected. 
Also, long term availability 
of fuel is assured regard¬ 
less of petroleum supplies. 

In April, under sponsor¬ 
ship of the British Colum¬ 
bia inistry dealing with sci¬ 
ence and technology a CNG 
refuelling station was es¬ 
tablished at B.C. Research 
and one automobile and a 
panel truck converted to 
operate on CNG. The per 
formance of these vehi¬ 
cles will be closely moni¬ 
tored over the ensuing 
months. Negotiations are 
under way withe Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia to 
convert a fleet of 18 vehi¬ 
cles to operation on CNG. 

At this time, the best es¬ 
timate of at-the-pump cost 
of compressed natural gas 
is half that of gasoline (24e 
per litre) on a mileage 
equivalent basis. 


Living by False Creek

LONDON — British journalist Anne 
Corbett is excited about the re-develop- 
ment of False Creek in Vancouver, see¬ 
ing in its transformation some valu¬ 
able lessons for London’s dockland. 

“They used to say in Vancouver that 
if you fell into the river there (False 
Creek), you had only five minutes to 
live,” wrote Corbett in last week’s issue 
of the British magazine New Society. 
She describes False Creek as a one-time 
synonym for “city-centre industrial 
squalor.” 

But the area is no longer a “dismal 
stretch of polluted water and pockets of 
abandoned land harboring run-down 
factories.” 

Corbett says its new emerging face 
during the last four years highlights the 
need for a social element in housing on 
city-owned land that could inspire a new 
approach to cleaning up London’s dock¬ 
land. 

The idea to create a livable urban 
environment in False Creek was born in 
the 1960s, spearheaded by Walter Hard¬ 
wick, an urban geography professor at 
the University of British Columbia. 

The plan succeeded, she says, be¬ 
cause Hardwick’s party, the Electors’ 
Action Movement, and a “liberal’’ 
mayor Art Phillips, managed to con¬ 
vince Vancouver residents that re-de¬ 
velopment could be achieved on a 60- 


year lease basis without any long-term 
subsidy by taxpayers. 

She discusses the basic principles of 
the re-development scheme which in¬ 
clude population mix, establishment of 
supporting facilities such as schools, 
shops and transportation plus the deci¬ 
sion to leave development in the hands of 
a private construction company and 
detailed financing to various sponsors. 

“Over 2,000 people are in 850 units of 
housing, stacked away below 
ground. . .Households with children ac¬ 
count for 25 per cent of the total; 15 per 
cent is for old people and the physically 
handicapped; 25 per cent for couples and 
35 per cent for single people.” 

Although Corbett believes the neigh¬ 
borhood supports the theory that “pref 
erences and the wallet size should not be 
randomly mixed,’’ a casual stroll 
through the village shows little sign of 
this rigid planning. 

“There is no obvious difference in 
quality. . .The whole development is in 
homogenous West-Coast style; two or 
three-storey buildings with timber clad¬ 
ding.” 

False Creek has become controver¬ 
sial among Vancouverites, she says, 
“but to those actually living there it’s the 
only place in Vancouver where you say 
hello to passers-by.”

Young’s review on Confessions 
angry attack on book and author 


Your readers should accept with caution Walter 
Young’s criticism of Barbara Amiel’s book, Confessions, 
a criticism which was accorded a prominent and unde¬ 
served central place on your June 8 book page. It is not a 
critique, it is an angry assault, not only on this book, but on 
the personality of the author and on her opinions. 

Mr. Young complains that Miss Amiel provides 
only sketchy details of her own life, yet he finds 
enough to attempt to discredit her in the most in¬ 
sulting and unjustified terms. She is, he says: “Impri¬ 
soned by her anger, insecurity and apparent rootlessness, 
she curses the light and adopts the stance of the pre-ado¬ 
lescent who fears that admitting error may erase her 
identity.” 

Any psychiatrist would be proud to arrive at such 
conclusions after several interviews. Mr. Young needs 
only a few “sketchy” details in a book! He accuses her of 
possessing only a marginal facility with English, yet she 
has a creditable record with the CBC and as a contributor 
to respected Canadian journals, including Macleans. 

Worst of all, he mounts a truly vitriolic attack 
against her political views, ignoring almost entirely 
the evidence on which they are based. Judgment on 
these is surely the prerogative of the reader, not the 
critic, unless he also regards himself as a censor. 

Mr. Young labels the book as a disjointed collec¬ 
tion of trite, shallow, right-wing opinions. From the 
violence of his reaction to Confessions one suspects 
that, to Mr. Young, left-wing views could never be 
trite and shallow. The book should be read by everyone 
concerned with a free press and a free country.

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‘So dry, trees chasing the dogs’ 


••It’s so damn dry,” said one 
farmer, "that the trees are 
chasing the dogs.” 

It's the kind of dry humor sur¬ 
facing in some areas of Manitoba, 
where farmers face the prospect 
of the worst drought since the dust 
bowl of the 1930s. 

With farmers buying imported 
hay and selling cattle to make ends 
meet, the picture is bleak. Dr. Clay 
Gilson, chairman of Manitoba 
Crop Insurance Corp., says many 
/arm crops will be wiped out un¬ 
less the province gets a lot of rain 
in the next week to 10 days. 

“We’re moving towards the 1936 
drought now and the situation is 
potentially very dangerous.” 

BUT RAIN is nowhere to be 


seen. Weather forecaster Mike 
Sheuel reports long-term fore¬ 
casts show no signs of heavy rain 
for the province. 

“There are no general rain sys¬ 
tems . . . only scattered late-eve¬ 
ning thundershowers.” 

And for the first time in 20 years, 
Gilson’s corporation, which in¬ 
sures farmers against bad times, 
has already depleted its cash re¬ 
serve. 

“We had about $30 million in our 
own reserves and there was an¬ 
other $5 million the province picks 
up as a deductible and we’ve gone 
through both those funds al¬ 
ready,” he said. 

“NOW, WE’RE at the stage 
where we have to ask the federal 
government for funds.” 

About 16,000 of the 20,000 Mani¬ 


toba farmers are insured with the 
corporation. Cheques for farmers 
whose crops are already lost will 
be mailed in mid-August. 

Thanks to insurance, a farmer 
with 600 acres who paid $2 an acre 
for insurance will get back $69 an 
acre if his crop is lost. Industry 
experts predict as much as 60 per 
cent of some crops will be lost to 
the drought. 

GILSON, head of a provincially- 
appointed drought study team, 
warned Monday that Canadians 
everywhere will be affected by 
the situation. 

“It will be noticeable in the 
small Prairie towns first. Then it 
will spread to the larger towns, 
then the cities and the rest of the 
country.” 

Farmers will spend less money 


this year, starting “a chain reac 
tion that will be felt from Regina to 
Oshawa and beyond,” he said. 

“Chemicals and farm ma¬ 
chinery sales will be down and the 
car manufacturers in the East will 
see a drop-off in sales of their 
pickups.” 

GILSON said some areas of the 
province are devastated. 

“One thing is certain. We’ll 
■ever get enough rain to have a 
normal growing year.” 

A major concern of his group is 
that the drought may force farm 
ers to sell off entire cattle and 
dairy herds. 

“Grain farmers can usually get 
by with a bad crop year and recov¬ 
er the following year. But once a 
dairy fa/mer sells his herd it takes 
several years to rebuild.”

Third World marked 
for canned mackerel 

OTTAWA (CP) — The federal government will pur¬ 
chase $2 million in canned mackerel for foreign distribu¬ 
tion by the Canadian International Development Agency 
and the World Food Program, the fisheries department 
said Monday. 

A statement said that in addition to providing high- 
protein food for some of the under nourished masses of 
the Third World, the purchase will ensure a market for 
mackerel fishermen. 

Canned mackerel producers will be paid $14.60 a case, 
up $1.20 from the price paid during a similar program last 
year. Cases contain 24 cans, each weighing 400 grams.

A 28-year old woman was 
sentenced to three months 
in jail Monday after plead 
ing f'uilly in Victoria pro 
vincial court to 16 counts of 
using a stolen credit card 
and one count each of im¬ 
personation and theft 
under $200. 

Judge Lome Pearce 
handed out the jail term to 
Jackie Dorothy Horwood 
after noting she had been 
released from prison only 
months before. 

Crown counsel Robert 
Mulligan said a wallet and 
contents, including the 
credit card, had been stolen 
June 6 in Nanaimo from 
Maureen Bachor. It was 
taken at the Nat Bailey’s 
Villa cabaret, the owner 
told RCMP. 

Six days later, Victoria 
police were called to Mur¬ 
ray Goldman Ltd., a men’s 
store at 1316 Douglas, 
where they arrested Hor¬ 
wood and a male compan¬ 
ion while they were trying 
to purchase a suit and shirt 
valued at $215.28 with the 
stolen card. 

Upon further investiga¬ 
tion, police found that the 
card had been used on 15 
earlier occasions. Total 
amount of goods purchased 
came to $580, court was 
told. 

Horwood was convicted 
of possession of stolen 
property in January and 
August of 1978, receiving a 
suspended sentence and 
probation each time. 

She was also convicted of 
fraud in March of 1979 in 
Vancouver and was given a 
one-year jail term. 

Pearce said Horwood 
was a young woman with 
“a lot of future’’ in front of 
her, but also noted that 
“you haven’t really learn¬ 
ed respect for the law.’’ 

“Well, madam, you just 
think about the 14 years you 
could have got (for imper¬ 
sonation) and don’t tempt 
the court by coming back 
again,” Pearce warned. 

A 41 YEAR OLD woman 
who pleaded guilty to her 
eighth drinking-driving 
charge was given the mini¬ 
mum three-month jail sen¬ 
tence and was placed on 
two years’ probation 

However, Pearce banned 
her from driving or owning 
a car during her probation 
ary period and said he 
would suggest a lifetime 
driving ban to the superim 
tendent of motor vehicles. 

Elaine Dorothy Stenta- 
ford, who is serving a four- 
month jail term imposed 
April 17 by Judge William 
Ostler after her parole was 
revoked, was arrested 
June 4“by Saaich police 
after her westbound auto 
struck a tree in the 500 
block Gorge Road East.

Bennett said in an inter¬ 
view that studies show a 
rail link is the only feasible 
method to transport the 
coal to main rail lines that 
would carry the coal to the 
coast. He said the belt sys 
tern was proposed several 
years ago but no one has 
mentioned the idea recent- 

iy- 

Reports Saturday said 
the provincial government 
was looking at the belt sys¬ 
tem as a possible way of 
bridging the gap between 
the cost to B.C. taxpayers 
of bringing out the coal 
and the price Japanese 
steel companies are willing 
to pay. 

Westcoast Transmission 
chairman Ed Phillips said 
the Japanese are optimis¬ 
tic about using the con¬ 
veyor system to transport 
the coal.

Al Howie, a 35-year- 
old long-distance run¬ 
ner from Victoria, 
failed in his bid to 
break the world record 
of 259 kilometres, 457 
metres, (161 miles, 500 
yards) completing 
218.8 kilometres (136 
miles). 


B.C. liquor rule ‘clean shop’ 


B.C. ran a “clean shop’’ 
and had probably the best 
liquor administration in 
Canada, the Legislature 
wasldld Monday. 

Hitting back at NDP 
criticism of secrecy provi¬ 
sions in amending legisla¬ 
tion and claims that the 
province was heading back 
to the bad old days of 
liquor corruption, Consum¬ 
er and Corporate Affairs 
Minister James Nielsen 
strongly defended liquor 
administration. 


He said during the second 
reading of the Liquor Con¬ 
trol and Licensing Amend¬ 
ment Bill, which passed on 
a division along party lines, 
that there could be less se¬ 
crecy because of the legis¬ 
lation, not more as NDP 
MLAs feared. 

Nielsen said officials of 
the Liquor Control and Li¬ 
censing Branch had been 
concerned about confiden¬ 
tiality and before the bill 
had no rules or guidelines. 


As a result “everything 
in their files was deemed 
confidential.” 

The amending legislation 
set rules and it was felt 
more information would 
become available, not less. 

Nielsen said some of the 
NDP fears about secrecy 
revolved around another 
piece of legislation—the Li¬ 
quor Distribution Act—but 
he said he had no hesi¬ 
tation in encouraging the 
distribution branch to be 
more open with informa¬ 
tion as long as it did not 
interfere with general busi¬ 
ness concepts such as com¬ 
petition. 


The minister pointed out 
that most major acts under 
his control had confidentia¬ 
lity sections—the Motor 
Vehicle Act, licensing as¬ 
pects of the Real Estate 
Act, the Residential Ten¬ 
ancy Act, the Securities 
Act, the Trade Practices 
Act, the Travel Agents Act 
and others—and liquor leg¬ 
islation was no special 
case. 

Nielsen also told the 
house there had been noth¬ 
ing improper in the pro¬ 
cessing of a liquor licence 
for Grammas Marine Pub 
at Gibson’s Landing and 
said allegations by former 


NDP attorney general 
Alex Macdonald (Vancou 
ver East) had been an¬ 
swered in the house be¬ 
fore. 

Macdonald noted Friday 
that an application by Ri¬ 
chard Janowski for Gram¬ 
mas had been processed at 
“blinding speed”—Jan¬ 
owski was a law partner 
with Health Minister Rafe 
Mair. 

But Nielsen said the ap¬ 
plication had been pro¬ 
cessed in the normal way 
by public servants and 
Mair had not tried to influ¬ 
ence the decision in any 
way. 


The public servants had 
no choice but to approve 
the application as it quali 
fied. Nielsen said former 
MLAs had been granted li 
quor licences in the past if 
their applications qualified 
and there was no justifica 
tion in refusing an applica¬ 
tion because of a person’s 
name, or because of past, 
present or future associa 
tions. 

On NDP fears of su 
preme power being given to 
the minister in appeals of 
rejected licence applica¬ 
tions, Neilsen said the ap 
peals were always open to 
the public.

Oak Bay approves luxury home subdivision 


A special committee of 
Oak Bay council Monday- 
night formally approved 
the plan of subdivision of 
an 8.5-acre parcel of land 
it recently acquired be¬ 
tween Henderson. Lans- 
downe and Foul Bay for 
luxury single-family resi¬ 
dential dwellings. 

The cul-de-sac that will 
be created when the plans 
are formally registered 
will be known as Wessex, a 


continuation of a “stub” 
street that already runs off 
Henderson. 

Aldermen considered a 
petition signed by 20 resi¬ 
dents of Henderson pro¬ 
testing the failure to in¬ 
clude an access into the 
subdivision off Foul Bay. 

Four of the petitioners 
made verbal presentations 
in support of their concerns 
that a cul-de-sac with 27 
houses on it would not pro¬ 


vide sufficient access for 
emergency vehicles. 

Spokesman Robert 
Wishart, 3246 Henderson, 
said although the petition¬ 
ers generally did not op¬ 
pose housing in the area, 
they objected to the fact 
that all the residents of the 
new subdivision would 
have to travel along Hen¬ 
derson and felt Foul Bay 
users—particularly Camo- 
sun College students—were 


getting preferential treat¬ 
ment. 

However, Fire Chief 
Fred Leeke poured cold 
water on the emergency 
vehicle complaint, saying 
there were several other 
longer cul-de-sacs in Oak 
Bay where no troubles had 
been encountered. 

Police Chief Irving Bai¬ 
ley also countered their 
claims by saying “historic¬ 
ally persons living on cul- 
de-sacs are victimized less 


frequently” than those on 
through streets. 

The committee also con¬ 
sidered a letter from Dr. 
Milton Baker, 3128 West- 
downe, disputing the de¬ 
velopment project. 

Baker asked why the 
land could not be left in its 
natural state as parkland 
and also sought assurances 
that there would be a buffer 
strip between his property 
and the new subdivision. 


Mayor Douglas Watts 
said the provincial govern¬ 
ment, which directly or in¬ 
directly owned the land, 
had indicated its intention 
to sell the property for 
housing “and we bought it 
at (higher) subdivision, not 
parkland, prices to ensure 
a good development.” He 
said council had acted in an 
emergency situation. 

He added the northern 
half of Oak Bay was amply 


endowed with parks, while 
there was a shortage in the 
southern end. 

The mayor told Baker 
there would be stringent 
caveats to ensure protec¬ 
tion of as many trees as 
possible and a buffer strip 
would be provided. 

Baker appeared molli¬ 
fied and left the meeting 
shortly afterward. 

The committee viewed 
the plans at some length 


and considered providing a 
provisional access to the 
new street halfway up Foul 
Bay, but eventually reject¬ 
ed the idea as impractical. 

Aid. Peter Bunn, com 
mittee chairman, said the 
value of the lots would drop 
considerably if Wessex was 
made a through road and 
he believed that once the 
area was settled, Hender 
son residents would not no¬ 
tice any extra traffic. 


Incinerators tabbed 
uncivilized, needless 


Use of incinerators is “uncivi¬ 
lized and unnecessary,” especial¬ 
ly in a municipality like Oak 
Bay. 

That was the forceful opinion 
expressed Monday by Jim Ma- 
cinnes, of 1890 Greatford, who 
wrote a letter to Oak Bay’s fire 
committee asking that burning be 
banned during the summer 
months at least in Oak Bay. 

MACINNES ALSO said the Oak 
Bay burning bylaw was incompre¬ 
hensible to the average resident and 
that information about extra refuse 
pickup and recycling facilities 
seemed not to have filtered down to 
the populace. 

Macinnes, who appeared person¬ 
ally with his wife, was unsatisfied 
with explanations from aldermen and 
Mayor Douglas Watts that most com¬ 
plaints about burning resulted from 
neighbors acting thoughtlessly and 
that incidents were ususally resolved 
by having the fire department “lean 
on them” a bit.

PROJECT ‘WORTH REFERENDUMS 


Sidney council withheld 
any decision Monday on 
a proposed $2,714,000 ex¬ 
pansion of the Panorama 
Leisure Centre. 

William German of Ker, 
Priestman and Associates 
told council the project has 
sufficient merit to warrant 
referendums in Sidney and 
North Saanich, both of 
which operate the centre 
through the Peninsula Rec¬ 
reation Commission. 

Central Saanich had indi¬ 
cated it was still unwilling 
to join in the operation of 
the centre, German said. 

The recreation commis¬ 
sion published a feasibility 
study this month after car¬ 
rying out opinion surveys 
and studying preliminary 
plans and cost estimates, 
he said. 

German said the com¬ 
mission made three recom¬ 
mendations in its study: 

• That Sidney and North 
Saanich each hold a refer¬ 
endum to see if the major 
ity of residents in both 
municipalities favor the 
expansion as outlined in the 
commission's feasibility 
study. 

• That the two councils 
make their decisions be¬ 
fore Aug. 1, so the referen¬ 


dums, if approved,could be 
held in November. 

• That the expansion, if 
approved in the referen¬ 
dums, be contingent upon 
the provincial government 
paying one third the capital 
cost, which would be about 
$903,762.

Mie first chief justice of 
B.C., Sir Matthew Baillie 
Begbie, will be known by 
more than his “hanging 
judge” nickname when the 
University of Victoria law 
school opens. 

The new law building will 
be known as the Begbie 
Building, the university 
board of governors decided 
Monday, acting on a 
recommendation from law 
dean Lyman Robinson.

Victoria toastmaster tops at international contest

A former teacher and top 
women’s volleyball coach 
has succeeded in another 
field of endeavor—local 
speaker Victor Lindal 
topped the weekend confer¬ 
ence of Toastmasters In¬ 
ternational. 

Lindal, now a repre¬ 
sentative with Manufac¬ 
turers’ Life Insurance Co., 
proved himself a world 
class speaker by beating 
out fellow seven toastrfias- 
tCfs from West Coast juris¬ 
dictions stretching from 
Alaska to California. 

The international non¬ 
profit organization’s re¬ 
gion one competition was 
held at the weekend in Bel¬ 
levue, Wash., and Lindal’s 
victory there followed a 
B.C. district competition in 
Cranbrook. 

A fellow toastmaster, 
Robert O’Connor, said Lin- 


dal’s speech, Dare to 
Dream . was an inspiring 
motivational talk, quoting 
Napoleon as saying imagi 
nation rules the world, and 
that people won’t go any¬ 
where without striving for 
excellence. 

“He himself has reached 
a level of excellence ex- 
tremely difficult to 
achieve,” O’Connor said. 

If Lindal wins at the 
world Toastmasters’ con¬ 
ference in Milwaukee Aug. 
20-23, he could become a 
celebrity speaker on the 
convention circuit, com¬ 
manding several thousand 
dollars a night. 

O’Connor said the move¬ 
ment—which emphasizes 
self-improvement for both 
sexes in many endeavors 
besides pi(blic speaking— 
“is the most inexpensive 
self-development course 
any human being can get 
involved in.” 


Although the movement 
has some things in common 
with service clubs, many 
who join Toastmasters 
“have a totally selfish atti¬ 
tude—they are interested 
in improving themselves,” 
and there is no fund-raising 
involved, O’Connor said. 

Among skills that mem¬ 
bers learn—besides public 
speaking and self-confi¬ 
dence—are evaluation of 
fellow members, how to 
handle meetings, grammar 
and management func¬ 
tions. 

The movement is burst¬ 
ing at the seams as people 
become more interested in 
self-improvement, and the 
number of clubs in Greater 
Victoria could possibly 
double in the next year, 
O’Connor said. 

Among clubs in Greater 
Victoria are Thunderbird. 
the First Canadian Club

(founded in Victoria 40 
years ago), Saanich Penin¬ 
sula, Dockyard Recreation 
Association, and Beaver 
meeting in the evenings, 
and Camosun and Pioneer 
clubs which meet at 7 a.m. 
once a week. 

Camosun, to which Lin¬ 
dal belongs, was hived off 
Pioneer only last year and 
already there is a waiting 
list of about 40 people for 
the morning clubs, which 
may well mean two more 
morning clubs by 1981. 

“The aim is to keep each 
club to no more than 30 
people so everybody can 
participate,” O’Connor 
said. 

An intending member at¬ 
tends his first meeting as a 
guest, watching others. 

Should he or she decide to 
join a club, there is a $10 
entry fee which helps pay

six months. 

The novice gets a mentor 
to help him through the 
early days of his member¬ 
ship, answering any ques¬ 
tions and coaching him 
through his first speeches. 

“You’re not plunged into 
giving a set-piece speech 
right off,” O’Connor said. 
“Your first task will prob¬ 
ably be to give the blessing, 
later the word of the day. 
Other assignments are 
timer of the meeting, topic 
master, master evaluator, 
toastmaster, chairman, 
speaker and grammar¬ 
ian.” 

The whole accent is on 
the positive, with evalua¬ 
tors endeavoring to mini¬ 
mize the negatives while 
4 working to build up the in¬ 
dividual’s confidence and 
self-esteem. 

It usually takes six 


months to reach the posi¬ 
tion of toastmaster, but 
matters should not end 
there, according to O’Con¬ 
nor. 

“If I may draw a parallel 
with golf, being a toast¬ 
master involves more than 
just achieving proficiency 
in speaking. 

“Just like a golfer who 
quits for a while and sees 
his handicap go up, so the 
Toastmaster must keep his 
skills honed." 

There is a commitment 
to the individual, but the 
individual must put some¬ 
thing into it as well. 

“One of the nice things is 
that there is note-passing 
between members, helping 
to build up self-esteem. 

“It is a real-lire situation, 
a laboratory of learning ”

Gray given 
auto facts 

Talks with U.S. Friday 

DETROIT (AP) — Canada will seek a common policy 
with the United States on auto imports in upcoming 
discussions of the IS-year-old auto pact, Industry Minister 
Herb Gray said Monday. 

“Our preferred strategy would be to get more invest¬ 
ment in North America with a fair share for Canada,” 
Gray said after a meeting with top General Motors Corp. 
executives. 

For Canada, quotas or other direct restrictions would 
be a “last resort,” Gray said, because of the danger of 
retaliation. 

On Friday, Gray opens talks in Washington with 
Reuben Askew, special trade representative for the U.S. 
government. They will be the first govemment-to-govem- 
ment talks since the treaty was signed in 1965. 

Under the treaty, cars and components cross the 
border freely. Canada last year had a $3 billion deficit in 
parts despite a surplus of $600 million in finished vehi¬ 
cles. 

Gray said his government, as a long-term goal, 
wanted a “balance over time. That doesn’t mean there 
would never be a period when the balance wasn’t in 
Canada’s favor, or a period when the balance wasn’t in 
favor of the United States.” 

Also, he will seek “to work out a common strategy in 
dealing with offshore imports.” 

In preparing for the Washington talks. Gray has been 
conferring with heads of the four U.S.-owned automakers 
who have plants in Canada. He met Monday with Ameri¬ 
can Motors Corp. chairman Gerald Meyers and William 
Pickett, head of AMC’s Canadian subsidiary, before 
seeing GM chairman Thomas Murphy, president Elliott 
Estes and Alan Smith, head of GM’s Canadian subsidi¬ 
ary. 

The minister saw Chrysler Corp. and Ford Motor Co. 
executives earlier.

LOS ANGELES (CP) — The National Hockey League 
officially took a tougher stand on secondary fighting and 
also brought back regular-season overtime after a 38-year 
absence with the approval Monday of several rule 

changes. 

The NHL board of governors announced at their an¬ 
nual meeting that a five-minute, sudden-death overtime 
period will be played in exhibition and regular-season 
games in 1980-81. 

Overtime — still used to determine a winner in 
Stanley Cup playoff games with 20-minute periods — 
was discontinued by the NHL in league games on 

Nov. 21, 1942. 

If a game ends after three 20-minute periods with the 
score tied, there will be a two-minute intermission 


followed by the five-minute sudden-death period The 
team scoring in overtime will get the traditional two 
points and the losing club none. 

Each team will get one point if the game remains 
tied after five minutes of extra play. 

“I’m all in favor of overtime because it’s good for 
the fans,” said Jerry Buss, owner of Los Angeles' 
Kings. “1 didn’t like the idea of a longer period for a 
number of reasons, but the five-minute period will add 
something to out game.” 

Two other overtime motions were defeated. 

One motion called for a 10-minute period while the 
other recommended two points for a team winning 
in overtime and one for the loser. 

League president John Ziegler said the governors 


decided the overtime period “would generate added 
enthusiasm among our fans.” 

No details of the vote were announced but Irving 
Grundman, Montreal Canadiens managing director, was 
apparently one of those to vote against overtime. 

“We’re not in favor of any kind of overtime,” said 
Grundman before the vote. “The games already are 
too long and overtime will only hurt weaker teams.” 

Max McNab, general manager of Washington Capitals, 
took an opposite position. 

“Overtime will be great for hockey,” he said, add¬ 
ing he felt a full overtime period — no matter how 
many goals are scored — would have been prefer¬ 
able to sudden death. 

Ziegler and Scotty Morrison, referee in chief, said 


the owners confirmed their concern for certain aspects* 
of the game by approving the rule changes connected 
with secondary fighting. 

Now, when a fight erupts, all players must go to a 
neutral area designated by the referee. Failure to do XU 
will result in a bench minor for the offending team 
teams and a 10-minute misconduct for the player or 
players involved. 

Also, any player not in the original altercation who 
drops his stick or gloves will receive a 10-minute miscon¬ 
duct penalty. ^ 

There were other minor rule changes, including provi- ^ 
sion for nobs on goaltenders’ sticks, the length of the shaft 1 
of a player’s stick was increased to 58 inches from 55 arid 
substitution will be allowed for coincidental minor penal j 
ties when one team already is short-handed.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Willie 
McCovey, hitting .198 and stuck in a 
pinch-hitting role because of two youn¬ 
ger first basemen, has decided it’s 
time to stop playing baseball. 

The 42-year-old Alabama native who 
joined San Francisco Giants in 1959 has 
hit 521 home runs, most ever by a 
National League left-handed hitter, in¬ 
cluding 18 grand slams, another league 
record. 

“Nobody can go on forever,” said 
McCovey, who got off to a good start 
this year and played several games at 
first because Mike Ivie, the starter 
most of last year, had a series of 
injuries. 

Recently, when Ivie went on the 
disabled list, the Giants brought up 
Rich Murray from the minor leagues 


and the 22-year-old rookie won the 
starting first base job. 

“I said all along that I would keep 
playing until some young phenom 
forced me to retire, and it looks like 
that phenom has arrived,” McCovey 
said about Murray, who raised his 
batting average to .305 with a pair of 
hits Sunday. 

McCovey has hit only one home run 
this season, on May 3 against Montreal 
Expos’ Scott Sanderson. It tied him 
with Ted Williams for eighth place 
among the all-time leaders. 

After his retirement, McCovey will 
work in the Giants’ organization, prob¬ 
ably in public relations, as outlined in a 
10-year contract he signed two years 
ago.

LONDON (AP) — Bjorn 
Borg took a roundhouse 
swing at one of Ismael El 
Shafei’s cannonball ser¬ 
vices and saw his board- 
tight racket virtually disin¬ 
tegrate in his hands. 

“1 have broken rackets 
before, as many as 10 in a 
match, but never anything 
like this,” said the golden¬ 
haired Swede after he had 
swapped his splintered 
weapon for a new one and 
proceeded to beat his 
Egyptian opponent 6-3, 6-4, 

6-4 in the opening round of 
the Wimbledon tennis 
championship. 

Thus, the granite-faced, 
unemotional Scandinavian 
was on his way to a fifth 
straight title — a feat al¬ 
most defying comprehen¬ 
sion— in this ancient grass 
court extravaganza. 

Keeping stocked in wood¬ 
en rackets strung to 80- 
pounds pressure presents 
no economical problem for 
the 24-year-old wonder, 
hailed by many as poten¬ 
tially the greatest of all- 
time. 

While not necessarily the 
richest, young Borg has 
emerged as the most hotly 
marketed figure in sports. 
He doesn’t have to swing a 
racket to collect dividends. 
He can make people pay 
just to see him get mar¬ 
ried. 

When it comes to getting 
endorsements, he makes 
Bruce Jenner and Reggie 
Jackson look like pikers. 

After he burst on the ten¬ 
nis scene — his country’s 
Davis Cup ace at 16, a 
champion at 18 — he was 
plastered with more decals 
than you can see on those 
belching thunderbolt rac¬ 
ing cars at the Indianapolis 
500. 

He plugged a drink com¬ 
pany with the band that 
kept his blond hair out of 
his eyes. An insignia on the 
right shirtsleeve showed 
his racket arm belonged to 
a Swedish airline. His ver¬ 
tically striped shirt, his 
shoes, his socks, his sweat 
clothes all boosted manu¬ 
facturers for a price. 

“I make about $1 million 
in prize money and another 
$1 million in endorse¬ 
ments,” he told a British 
TV audience when he was 
profiled prior to Wimble¬ 
don’s opening.

Panama greets hero 

PANAMA CITY, Panama (AP) — Roberto Duran, 
the Panamanian who took the World Boxing Council 
welterweight crown from Sugar Ray Leonard, ar¬ 
rived to a hero’s welcome in his homeland Monday. 
More than 10,000 people chanting “Duran, DuYan” 
and “Champion, Champion” turned out at Paitilla 
Airport to watch the plane. 

The crowd included cabinet ministers and leading 
business and sports people. An estimated 250,000 
Snore chanted “Duran, Panama” to the music of 
salsa bands along the route to the downtown. 

Panamanian President Royo declared Monday a 
national holiday, to be observed as “Roberto Duran 
Day.” An hour after his arrival, Royo received 
Duran, 29, formally at the presidential palace and 
bestowed on him the grand cross of the Order of 
Belisario Porras, Panama’s highest civilian 
award.

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Mediator 
calls talks 

Another attempt will be made Thursday to initiate 
new talks in the Woodward’s food floor dispute. Mediator 
Ken Albertini, who re-entered the picture recently, has 
called the company and Retail Clerks Union together for a 
Victoria meeting that will determine if negotiations are 
possible. 

Meanwhile, the RCU said Monday marked the first 
day without food deliveries to the Victoria store since 
the strike began there June 2. 

“The support we’ve been getting from the ferry 
workers is just terrific,” said Bob Ives, Victoria- 
based RCU business representative. 

He said members of the B.C. Ferry and Marine 
Workers Union and other unionists at CPR ferry ter¬ 
minals have been turning back trucks bound for the 
Victoria store. 

The union has been picketing all the main ter¬ 
minals and was in discussion Monday with American 
unionists about use by Woodward’s of the ferry Coho to 
bring in some merchandise from Port Angeles. 

Ives said some supplies were still trickling through 
Saturday via the B.C. ferries. 

“There was nothing at all Monday,” he said. “A cou¬ 
ple of trucks got through Saturday, but we turned 
back about 10.” 

He said two trucks went all the way to Nanaimo, 
were rejected at the CPR terminal there and re¬ 
turned to Victoria where they boarded the Coho . 

“And once they get to Port Angeles they’re still 
150 miles from the Canadian border,” he said. 

The union also maintains that secondary picketing 
at the Port Albemi store has been so effective that 
the company has had to lay off a number of em¬ 
ployees. 

The company spokesman could not be reached for 
comment. 

Wages are not the main issue in the battle for a first 
contract. According to the union, the argument is over 
job security, seniority, a union shop and a number of 
fringe benefits. 

The company says the 140 or so employees in¬ 
volved have been offered the regular industry con¬ 
tract, but that the union is insisting on other Wood¬ 
ward’s benefits not included in the contract. It has 
accused the union of wanting the “best of both worlds.”

Rogers, the heartthrob of 
the nubile-to-the-less-mo- 
bile set, was at his heart¬ 
stopping best Saturday 
night at the Pacific Coli¬ 
seum.

eventually causing a tern 
hie rectal itch. To avoid 
getting them, you keep 
your hands and fingernails 
clean so you don’t transfer 
any of the eggs to your 
mouth and begin an infec¬ 
tion. Be careful at toilet 
hygiene. Another answer 1 
got for you from a col¬ 
league is: “Pinworms are 
unwanted little guests 
about the size of a pin that 
cause kids with them to 
itch and mothers to go 
crazy.” 


Dear Dr. Donohue What 
happens when your appen¬ 
dix bursts? — Ms. G.M. 

The appendix, as you 
know, is a little narrow 
pouch attached to the first 
part of the large intestine. 
If it becomes inflamed and 
when its opening into the 
large intestine is blocked, it 
swells. When it swells too 
much, it may break, like a 
balloon with too much air. 
The germs inside the ap¬ 
pendix then can get out into 
the rest of the abdomen 
and cause it, also, to be¬ 


come inflamed. That is 
called “peritonitis” 
(PAIR-it-o NIGHT us). 
Because of surgery and 
drugs (antibiotics), to kill 
off the germs, appendicitis 
is not as serious as it was 
for your grandparents. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: Why 

do you feel sleepy when 
you get a concussion? — 

T.W. 

Brain cells are like little 
dynamos, making electri¬ 
cal energy. A blow to the 
head can turn them off 
for a short time. It’s like 
pulling the plug on your TV 
set. Head injuries can be 
serious. Anyone who loses 
consciousness has to be ex¬ 


amined, especially if he 
or she has been “out” for 
more than a short time and 
if he or she has a hard time 
remembering after waking 
up. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: Have 
you ever gone to a doctor 
to have an operation? — 
H.E.B 

Yes, and my doctor told 
me that I was one of his 
worst patients — that 1 
never listened to him, 
never did the things I was 
supposed to and that had I 
been smarter in the first 
place I would never have 
had to go to him. I under¬ 
stand now what it is like 
from both sides.

It doesn't pay for South to 
repeat himself in the play of 
today’s deceptive game 
What might be the obvious 
play in one suit is not neces¬ 
sarily the correct play with 
another almost identical 
holding. 

Declarer takes the first 
diamond with his king and 
leads a low heart to dummy. 
West correctly ducking the 
ace. while dummy’s jack 
wins. Now declarer wants to 
lead another heart towards 
dummy’s honors How 
should he return to his hand 
to make that play? 

The club suit looks even 
better than the diamonds, so 
what worked in diamonds 
might well work in clubs. 
But all is not as it appears. 
If declarer leads a low club 
from dummy. East can hop 
up with his ace and lead a 
diamond. 

With that alert play, it 
matters not if declarer 
holds up in diamonds or 
wins the ace. West's dia¬ 
monds will be established 
before declarer has his nine 
tricks. 

The correct play at trick 
three is for South to lead a 
spade from dummy instead 
of a club. With the club lead, 
declarer rates to go down 
regardless of who has the 
ace of clubs 

After taking a winning 
spade finesse, declarer 
leads another heart to 
dummy’s honors. It can do 
West no good to take his 
ace, so a second duck is 
necessary.

Bountiful cornucopia—with some flashes of daring

NEW YORK, N Y. — 
Like* their European count¬ 
erparts, American design 
ers are playing cagey for 
fall with across-the-board 
fashions. During recent 
Seventh Avenue showings, 
designers appeared to have 
engaged in a passing re¬ 
view of the last five or 10 
years, picked out choice 
items and orchestrated 
them into new arrange¬ 
ments of Fashion’s Great¬ 
est Hits. 

The customary guide¬ 
lines regarding long, short, 
big, small, full, fitted and 
so forth—which usually 
emerge after two weeks of 
intensive clothes-watch- 
ing—failed to be drawn. 

Although the dominant 
skirt measure is just below 
knee, hemlines have no set 
length. Circular cuts are 
balanced out by slim ones. 
There is an abundance of 
different shapes: the tent, 
the bubble-shaped blouson 
and the wide-shouldered 
sheath all have their place. 

Designers, it seems, are 
in no mood for chancy pre¬ 
dictions or flat-out pro¬ 
nouncements. Nor are they 
indulging in the sort of 


kooky experiments that 
can edge the course of fa- 
sion forward in new direc¬ 
tions. Instead, fashion- 
makers have bent over 
backward to provide all 
types of customers with a 
bountiful cornucopia of 
safe, wearable clothes. 

’Tis the state of the econ¬ 
omy, they say, which ac¬ 
counts for this cautious ap¬ 
proach. Except for a few 
women who always seem to 
have money to spend, 
American customers are 
holding tight to their purse 
strings. Concentration on 
tried-and-true styles for 
the multitude and luxury 
pieces for the inveterate 
clothes collector therefore 
is the consensus on Seventh 
Avenue. 

Still, autumn 1980 ought 
not be envisaged as a 
trendless season that is 
mired in the past. 

Progressive designers 
like Perry Ellis have 
moved ahead with inven¬ 
tive knits—although his 
mohair hooded shoulder 
capes, worn with gathered 
culottes or skating skirts 
and leg-warmers do have a 
Currier and Ives air. 

Others like Oscar de la 
Renta have drawn inspira¬ 
tion from Diana Vreeland’s 
Hapsburg Empire exhibi¬ 


tion. Escaping today’s rea¬ 
lities by going Austro-Hun 
garian in velvet-collared 
loden with soutache Bran¬ 
denburgs is an attractive 
option some women may 
find appealing. And who 
knows?.Fantasizing 
through one’s dress might 
lighten life. 

Those who choose this 
form of indulgence can 
dream along with Ellis and 
Ralph Lauren and wear a 
long swinging cape with a 
triple-tiered capelet, like 
an “Upstairs, Downstairs” 
British nanny, be Ivy 
League classic with Vic¬ 
torian overtones (a la 
Lauren), or dress like a 
court page with a lacy jabot 
at the neck and velvet 
breeches that end below the 
knee. 

The unusuallv plentiful 
array of pants styles (di¬ 
vided skirts, knee-length 
shorts, bloomers and 
knickers—which always 
are shown over tights. As¬ 
taire-type trousers, mid¬ 
calf cropped pants, 
zouaves . . .) shows a dis¬ 
position for change. We 
may be heading into a new 
pants-wearingera. 

The scope of knitwear is 
another development that 
indicates the creative 
juices are flowing. 


French styles expand 
for the Rubens-sized 
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Geoffrey Beene, who 
makes a point of freedom 
of action in clothes, pro¬ 
poses elasticity as well as 
weightlessness in his col¬ 
lection. Jerseys are shirred 
and elasticized across the 
shoulders and along the 
sleeves—emphasizing pro¬ 
portions while adding com¬ 
fort. Joan Vass, the Ameri¬ 
can virtuoso of hand knits, 
proposes living in sweat¬ 
ers—in tunics over tights, 
dresses with tiered skirts, 
knitted coats and low- 
necked angora pullovers 
with taffeta pants. The 
sweater set, a spin-off of 
the traditional twin set, has 
been updated in classic 
cashmere, angora, mohaiF, 
silky rayon and nubby bou- 
cle. The range extends 
from pictorial and abstract 
works of art to decorative 
open and three-dimension¬ 
al stitchery. Outsized ar- 
gyles and revised Scandin¬ 
avian motifs are among the 
pattern up-datings. 

The fabrics are different 
(color-flecked tweeds, vel¬ 
vet for day as well as eve¬ 
ning, mohair round the 
clock) and the details have 
changed: upturned collars, 
wrapped necklines, pe¬ 
lerines and capelets, lacy 
neck-pieces and passemen¬ 
terie trimming. But many 


old favorites also have 
been incorporated into the 
fall style picture. 

It is a wise woman who 
has held on to her peasant 
shawls and her Big Look 
long skirts and smocks, 
who has kept her gypsy 
jewelry, or who didn’t 
Goodwill her folkloric pon¬ 
chos and capes or jettison 
her Pierrot collars. She will 
find use for them all. Aside 
from bell-bottom trousers, 
there are not many pieces 
from fashion’s recent past 
that cannot be worn this 
autumn and winter.

PARIS — A decade ago anyone wearing 
a French size 46, 48 or on up (roughly 
equivalent to an North American 18 and 
20) had an extremely limited choice of 
styles, and most of them were about as 
alluring as a khaki pup tent. 

In the past five years, however, the 
number of specialty shops in Paris and 
outsize departments in large French 
stores has doubled. Sizes range up to a 
French 62, and these sections no longer 
are relegated to some obscure and dingy 
corner of the department stores. 

The Galeries Lafayette and the Sa- 
maritaine are leaders with attractive dis¬ 
plays, a vast choice of new fashions each 
season, and thoroughly understanding 
saleswomen who usually are selected for 
their own generous proportions. It has 
been proved time and again that most 
women with the “makings of a Rubens” 
are more inclined to buy their clothes 
from a salesperson whose measurements 
more or less match their own rather 
than from some wispy mannequin type 
who flaunts her size 36 figure. 

French stylists are great on style, but 
sizing often has been poor, especially 
for “Tes femmes fortes." Henry Mausner, 
a highly competent specialist, designs 
more than 5,000 different garments each 
year for his family’s firm, and his collec¬ 
tions are retailed in 1,800 shops through¬ 
out Europe, including six major Paris 
department stores. 

Mausner concentrates on the prob¬ 
lems of sizing as well as the fashion 
aspect. He provides unconventional sizes 
scaled to various lengths, half sizes and 
disproportioned cuts for the wider shoul¬ 
der and bust, with slimmer hipline or the 
reverse silhouettes with fuller hips. “Our 
job is to relate every new fashion detail in 
perfect proportion for each individual 
size," he said. 

French women who wear the larger 
sizes have been neglected for years, but 
they always have been as concerned with 
the change and evolution of fashion as 
their slimmer sisters. And they are in¬ 
terested in prestige names such as Pierre 
Cardin, the first top-ranking Paris cou¬ 
turier to design and manufacture (in 
Hong Kong, along with many of his other 
operations) sizes ranging from 46 on up. 
Cardin’s genius even enables stout 
women to wear geometries and cer¬ 
tain bold patterns formerly considered 
sinful for anyone wider than a wand. 

Other designers point out that geome¬ 
tries actually can be slimming when they 
are cleverly handled. Vertical stripes 
elongate the figure, but please, no dash¬ 
ing, daring checks and tartans, a spokes¬ 
man for another specialist said. 

Gloria Vanderbilt has launched her 
slacks in the outsize ranges, but in 
France stout women have been wearing 
jeans for years. The practicality and 
comfort of well-cut jeans teamed with 
loose tops or long tunics is a way of life, 
even if the kilos on the scale are approxi¬ 
mately the same as the number of cen¬ 
timeters around the waistline. 

Hem lengths? We all know they are 
rising everywhere, and designers insist 
their clientele wearing a size 46 or larger 
are keeping pace. Midcalf hemlines sud¬ 


denly appear dowdy-looking, and even the 
“fatted calf” merits a glimpse of day¬ 
light, especially when subtly veiled in 
sheer dark stockings. So let the hems 
soar, said a spokesman for Afibel, but do 
keep the knees covered. The memory of 
plump middle-aged matrons clad in the 
Courreges miniskirts back in the 1960s 
best is forgotten. 

Other suggestions: Avoid a waist seam 
whenever possible. The lightly shaped 
princess and chemise styles are consider¬ 
ed most flattering and help to elongate the 
silhouette. And the chemise is going to 
have even more impact next season, since 
Hubert de Givenchy first revived it in his 
spring and summer ready-to-wear collec¬ 
tion shown last October. 

Also, it has been pointed out that most 
women who are overweight have beau¬ 
tiful complexions and can wear all the 
clear floral shades and pastels to great 
advantage, even if it is only a contrasting- 
toned collar or trimming on a dark 
dress. Feminine details framing round or 
V-shaped necklines can set off beau¬ 
tiful skin. 


Polyester

TORONTO (CP) — To some 
women, polyester is a dirty word. 

They immediately think of tacky, 
double-knit pantsuits, crimplene 
dresses and fabrics that blind with 
their shine. 

But the days of cheap-looking, 
sleazy-feeling polyesters are over. 

DESIGNERS AND manufacturers 
have suddenly discovered that polyes¬ 
ter, rayon and acetate are not only 
practical, in many cases they can look 
as good as real cotton, linen, wool 
or silk. 

The new synthetics crease less than 
natural fibres—pure linen and cotton 
can have all the appeal of an unmade 
bed—and are machine washable which 
keeps drycleaning costs down. 

OIL-BASED POLYESTERS (rayon 
is wood based) were invented in Brit¬ 
ain in 1941 but are considered a post¬ 
war phenomenon. By 1953, they were 
being marketed in the U.S. by Du Pont 
under the Dacron label and in Britain 
as Terylene. 

Then, polyesters were clammy, hot 
and shiny. And, says Toronto de 
signer Hugh Garber, “they reeked 
of plastic, they smelled cheap and they 
looked cheaper.” 

ON THE PLUS SIDE, polyester, no 
matter how hideous, proved resistant 
to moths and mildew, was washable, 
could be drip-dried and easily “touch” 
ironed. 

However, modern polyesters— 
especially those from Japan where 
technology has particularly ad¬ 
vanced—are as different from those 
early double-knits as chalk is from 
cheese. 

Garber, who has a collection of 
60-per-cent polyester and polyester- 
blends, says some of his wool-like 
acrylics and silk-like polyesters are as 
good as the real thing. 

“I HAVE SOME acrylics with a 
wool feeling that women allergic to 
wool like,” he says. “And my polyes¬ 
ters look like silk but out perform it. 

“With silk you sweat in the sum¬ 
mer and freeze in the winter." 

Garber thinks women are still snobs 
about polyesters because they’re un¬ 
aware of recent developments in the 
synthetic field.

CHATHAM, Ont. — The old-fa¬ 
shioned pocket-watch of your 
grandfather's time has gone the 
way of mutton-chop whiskers, stiff 
starched collars and gaiters.

It's a high-fashion item 
once again with the three-piece 
business suit. 

Pocket-watches came back In 
style when the three-piece suit 
came back about three years ago, 
says Al Hughes of Ostrander's 
Jewellers, one of the city's largest 
jewellers. “They’re worn with the 
vest.” 

Who’s wearing them? 

“Probably people under 35, be¬ 
cause it's fashionable and it has 
caught on,” said Jim Straka, an¬ 
other local jeweller. “It's a fad- 
young people run out to buy the 
fads. Older people are not going to 
rush out for the latest thing.” 

Jeweller Jim Grant didn't 
agree. 

“It's more the banker, high- 


fashion, well-dressed business¬ 
man,” he said. 

Even construction workers are 
getting into the act, buying the 
watches because their crystal co¬ 
vering is harder to break. 

Anyway, the jewellers don’t 
really mind who buys them as long 
as they are sold. 

Although the prices of pocket 
watches range from $7.98 to thou¬ 
sands of dollars, most people want 
to spend about $150, with the 
most popular style usually being 
gold or gold-colored, said Jim 
Smith, another jeweller. 

They've even combined old-fa¬ 
shioned charm with space-age 
technology; now they’re available 
with quartz movements. 

But despite such innovations, 
it's unlike pocket-watches will out¬ 
sell the conventional wristwatch, 
spokesmen said. They are not 
dustproof and waterproof and they 
usually break more easily than the 
wristwatch.

Saanich directors on the 
regional board promised a 
restrictive covenant and 
convinced the region to 
drop a court case against 
Saanich, he said. 

The 295,000 square foot 
centre was then added to 
the regional plan. 

Campbell said part of the 
deal, as he understood it, 
was that Saanich would in¬ 
clude the region in any 
plans to expand the shop¬ 
ping centre. 

During cross examina¬ 


tion by Saanich lawyer 
Rodney Taylor. Campbell 
said he was aware muni¬ 
cipal councils were not 
bound by the word of their 
directors. 

Campbell agreed with 
Taylor there was no men¬ 
tion of a restrictive cove¬ 
nant in a letter of agree- 
ment from Saanich 
council. 

The terms in the letter 
were acceptable to the re¬ 
gional board during a spe¬ 
cial meeting last summer. 

Directors then voted to 


rezone the property com 
mercial, Taylor pointed 
out. 

Campbell denied that he 
voted against accepting the 
letter because it didn't sat¬ 
isfactorily limit Saanich’s 
rights with regard to the 
proposed shopping centre. 

The chairman said he be¬ 
lieved at the time a 295,000 
square foot shopping 
centre was a serious detri¬ 
ment to the regional plan 
and that he wanted the 
issue to go to court.

Two major Vancouver 
Island transport studies 
costing a total of more than 
$220,000 have begun. Trans¬ 
portation and Highways 
Minister Alex Fraser con¬ 
firmed Monday. 

The more costly of the 
two studies is yet another 
look at plans for a bypass at 
Nanaimp to ease downtown 
congestion where Fraser 
said it is now almost impos¬ 
sible to cross the street. 

The Trans-Canada High¬ 
way doglegs off on the 
ferry to the mainland at 
Nanaimo and up-Island 
traffic is routed through 
the city centre on the Island 
Highway. 

Fraser said his ministry 
was working with Nanaimo 
city on the bypass study. 

He admitted there had 
been previous studies and 
never anv action “and that 
could well be what happens 
to this one.” 

But as the traffic kept 
paralysing the city, there 
would be more and more 
serious attention to the 
problem. 

The bypass study would 
be in some detail and would 
cost $120,000.

“Chester was quite a 
character,” said Helm¬ 
cken. “He had a kind heart 
and a tremendous sense of 
humor. He was a very gen¬ 
erous man.” 


Helmcken said Alex¬ 
ander was an honorable 
man and a fine citizen. “He 
had raised many thousands 
of dollars toward the Queen 
Alexandra Solarium when 
It was located at Mill Bay. 

“He built a 38-foot cabin 
cruiser, and after the Sec¬ 
ond World War he often 
used to pack as many kids 
as he could aboard the 
cruiser and take them out 
for picnics. Other times he 


would take them to the so¬ 
larium where he would en¬ 
tertain them. And If there 
were adults on his boat, 
he’d always make sure 
they didn’t leave without 
donating something to the 
Queen Alexandra Solar¬ 
ium.” 

Alexander is survived by 
his younger brother Barton 
and nieces and nephews. 

At Alexander’s request, 
there will be no funeral 
service.

Helen Chesnut's Garden Notes 


As part of its 75th birthday cele¬ 
bration. the United States Forest Ser¬ 
vice is mounting a campaign to en¬ 
courage Americans to plant trees. 
Together with the American Associa¬ 
tion of Nurserymen, they are aiming 
for a goal of 75 million more trees 
planted in 1980 than were planted in 
1979 

Environmental concern is the 
major reason for the project. These 
groups wish to call to the public’s 
attention the need for more trees to 
improve the quality of their sur¬ 
roundings and this is an honorable 
objective for our own country as 
well. 

A description of this project south 
of the border came to my desk Just 
recently and I was particularly 
struck by one paragraph in which the 
amazing benefits of trees to humans 
are described. 

. . trees not only beautify our 
lives, but are important to our very 
survival. Trees filter harmful pollu¬ 
tants from the air, making it cleaner, 
fresher. They change wind patterns 
around our homes, saving heating 
energy in winter, and provide shade 
and insulation against the sun in 
summer. Trees can muffle noise, 
reducing its nerve-wracking effect up 
to 50 per cent. They can attract wild¬ 
life if that is wanted, or serve as 
living fences. They prevent soil ero¬ 
sion, provide food and fragrance, 
remove carbon dioxide and give oxy¬ 
gen. They are one of nature’s most 


remarkable inventions ’* 

Doesn’t that make you want to 
rush out to plant trees all round your 
home? One way to make the planting 
of a tree very meaningful is to plant 
on special occasions. For example, a 
small business might gather its staff 
to plant a tree on its anniversary. The 
planting could possibly take place 
along a city street, in a park, at a 
school, in front of a city business. 

And at home, many are the occa 
sions a tree or shrub planting could 
commemorate. In fact, this whole 
project brought to mind a suggestion 
made at a recent workshop I attend¬ 
ed. The idea was put forth that a 
family could select and plant a spe¬ 
cial tree that would be the Family 
Tree. It would be planted in a promi¬ 
nent spot in the yard and would re¬ 
ceive special care from all family 
members—watering, feeding, prun 
ing. As the family grew, so would the 
tree, as a symbol of the growth, 
shaping and changing of the nature 
of the family itself. 

By the planting of a tree or shrub 
on the occasion of a birthday, wed¬ 
ding, anniversary, graduation, acqui¬ 
sition of a new home, reunion or 
promotion, these events can all be 
especially celebrated and remem¬ 
bered. 

Given a little thought and imagi¬ 
nation, appropriate plantings can be 
found for each occasion. For in 
stance, a Bridal Wreath spirea, with 
its dainty double white flowers like 


little rosettes all along its branches, 
would be an ideal wedding or anni 
versary plant So would a Mock Or 
ange (Philadelphus). 

Birthdays, Mothers’ and Fathers’

gardenia, for which I have chosen a 
likely spot in a warm, protected part 
of the garden. 

For special personal occasions 
any family member could be present¬ 
ed with a special planting suited to 
them. How about a lush bed of sham¬ 
rock (Oxalis) for a Patrick or a Sean 
in the family? Oxalis come in varie¬ 
ties suitable for both suo and shade. 

The hardy rose Therese Bugnet 
would be a fine gift plant for a 
Theresa in the family, especially if 
she were named after the French 
Saint Theresa de Lisiex' Another 
lovely pink rose called Sonia is avail¬ 
able. 

The children may like to choose 
trees as their very own. Our Theresa 
insisted that she have charge of our 
two cherry trees, so they were plant¬ 
ed in front of the site of her future 
garden playhouse. She also has in her 
domain the globe artichoke plants, 
since she devours them with the 
greatest abandon of all of us.

In these times of junk 
food, career women, and 
the modification of male 
and female roles in court¬ 
ship and marriage (if in¬ 
deed marriage is the goal 
of courtship any more), it 
would be surprising to find 
that the way to a man’s 
heart is still thought to be 
through his stomach. 

Yet this homely adage 
apparently is still believed 
by most young men, if we 
can believe the results of a 
survey conducted by Far 
berware, the cookingware 
people, on the campus of 
Arizona State University^ 
They found that more than 
half the brothers of Lamda 
Chi Alpha (58.8 per cent) 
believe that a woman who 
is a good cook has a better 
chance of winning a man, 
and even more (82.4 per 
cent) that she has a better 
chance of keeping him. 

On the other hand, only 
13.6 per cent of the women 
of Pi Beta Phi agreed on 
the first point, and only 4.8 
per cent on the second.

The Farberware survey 
showed also that both men 
(94.1 per cent) and women 
(72.7 per cent) said they 
would rather have an inti 
mate meal at home with 
date or mate than a meal in 
a restaurant.

just about right, give a few 
percentage points. 

It doesn’t matter, at their 
age. Most college men 
don’t know what dish they 
like best, and if they do it is 
something their mother 
cooked for them, and no 
other woman could ever 
match. This is a cross most 
young wives have to bear. 

A majority of the men 
said it was a mistake for a 
woman to invite a man to 
dinner and then serve TV 
dinners or food from the 
corner delicatessen. I 
wouldn’t have answered 
that way.

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Discussion secret 
on police building 


Saanich council met in 
secret Monday to discuss a 
police report favoring 
property in the so-called 
civic core between Sey¬ 
mour and Vernon as the 
location for a new $1 mil¬ 
lion police building. 

Property in the core area 
is privately owned and 
would have to be purchased 
by the municipality. The 
other site under consider 
ation, at McKenzie and 
Borden, is owned by Saan- 
ieh. 


Police Chief Robert Pe¬ 
terson said in a report to 
council that senior and ex¬ 
ecutive officers unani¬ 
mously favored the civic 
core site. 

"But it is felt that con¬ 
sideration muct be given to 
zoning, in terms of future 
expansion, no matter 
which site council ultimate¬ 
ly selects.” 

Peterson also recom¬ 
mended council investigate 
the merits of constructing a 
larger building than 


planned and leasing unused 
space, with revenues being 
used to offset building 

costs. 

He listed 10 positive and 
two negative factors asso¬ 
ciated with the Vernon- 
Seymour location com¬ 
pared with six positive and 
five negative factors for 
the other site. 

Chief municipal planner 
Gil Laurenson recom¬ 
mended locating the new 
structure in the civic core 
area. 

Perhaps the most impor 
tant disadvantage involved 
the acquisition of land, but 
if the McKenzie-Borden 
property was developed at 
a later date, proceeds from 
the sale could offset the 
cost of buying land in the 
core, he suggested.

relax 

Oak Bay’s crows can 
relax for a few more weeks 
at least. 

A request from Oak Bay 
resident Kathleen Hender¬ 
son, address not given, for 
"a crow shoot to cull the 
excess crows at Denman 
Island” was referred Mon¬ 
day to Police Chief Irving 
Bailey for a report. 

Henderson said the 
crows were wiping out the 
songbird population. 

“I haven’t seen one 
young robin this year 
. . there is not much point 
us putting up feeding sta¬ 
tions in the winter if the 
nests and young birds are 
taken.” 

Similar requests in previ¬ 
ous years have resulted in 
council’s streets and traf¬ 
fic section recommending 
no action be taken, so the 
crows may still have the 
last laugh.

Tenders were opened at 
the Capital Region District 
Monday for pipe to take the 
new Saanich Peninsula 
water line from the McTa- 
vish Road tanks to the Sid¬ 
ney boundary and to a point 
near Tanner Park Road. 

Four companies put in 
bids for each of the three 
sections of pipe, with 3,660 
meters of 18-inch, 212 
meters of 16-inch and 2,900 
meters of 11-inch pressure 
pipe and fittings needed.

Slanton Pipes Ltd., $359,- 
512.10, $173,836.10 and $216,- 
818.29; Atlas Turner, $463,- 
362.22, $175,325.15, and 
$212,635.07; Canron Ltd., 
$393,070.91, $193,370.89, or 
$207,271.83 and $225,602. 

Bus deals 
approved 

Contracts for 56 new 
buses, 29 of them for the 
Capital Region, were ap¬ 
proved Monday by the 
Urban Transit Authority. 

Ontario Bus Industries 
won a $1.8 million contract 
for 16 35-foot buses and 
$639,000 for six 30-foot 
buses to be delivered by the 
end of this year. 

General Motors of Can¬ 
ada will supply the remain¬ 
ing 34 40-foot buses in July 
of 1981 at a contract price 
of $1.4 million. 


Sewer 

systems 

suspect 

Saanich council was told 
Monday that 39 suspected 
malfunctioning sewer dis¬ 
posal systems were found 
in 52 Ten Mile Point proper¬ 
ties tested recently by 
health authorities. 

The problem is serious 
enough that remedies must 
be found, administrator 
William Tremayne said in 
a report. 

He recommended con¬ 
sultants be hired to study 
the problem and recom¬ 
mend possible methods of 
sewering the area. 

Health officials found 19 
of the septic tank systems 
were discharging effluent 
directly into the sea 
through a pipe, 13 were in- 
direct sea discharges 
(eventually seeping into 
the ocean) and five were 
malfunctions on private 
property. 

Tremayne recommend¬ 
ed money be taken from the 
municipal contingency 
fund to pay for the study. 


Ferry 

fuss 

draws 

quips 

An interested spectator 
to the latest internal squab¬ 
ble in the B.C. Ferry and 
Marine Workers Union is 
Norm Thomber, labor re¬ 
lations manager of the B.C. 
Ferry Corp. 

Thomber, a former busi¬ 
ness agent for the union, 
was recently blamed by 
union president Shirley 
Mathieson for much of the 
labor strife in the ferry 
fleet. She made her accu¬ 
sations while testifying be¬ 
fore the legislative com- 
mittee On crown 
corporations. 

Noting that ferry work¬ 
ers’ Nanaimo chairman 
Robin Holmgren has just 
been bounced from his post 
for the second time by the 
union executive, a tongue- 
in-cheek Thomber said 
Monday: "I wonder if she 
(Mathieson) is going to 
hold me responsible for the 
Holmgren affair.” 

The latest decision of the 
executive to remove Holm¬ 
gren came following a con¬ 
frontation he had with 
Mathieson. Holmgren, who 
has been a constant critic 
of Mathieson, apparently 
has the support of his local. 
It has offered to pay his 
legal bills if he decides to 
challenge his ouster. 

After his first removal he 
was re-elected, reportedly 
by only two votes. 

Said Thomber: “Ms. 
Mathieson seems to have 
blamed me for all the inter¬ 
nal problems. I certainly 
hope she doesn’t blame me 
for that one.”

Mayor Mel Couvelier said the boundary chosen for the 
reserve had to be defensible "and I resent having to 
defend a line which just makes no sense whatsoever." 

Prior to the public input session, council would have 
to give staff specific instructions ifbout property in the 
valley, he said. 

"But I must agree that some of the lands clearly 
do not belong in the resolution area," he added.

Saanich council advised of fears 
over Shakespeare theatre plan 


A Victoria-based 
Shakespearean the 
atre company’s plan 
for a $7.4 million Eliza¬ 
bethan village on the 
6.6-acre Maltwood es¬ 
tate at Royal Oak 
should be scaled down 
to minimize disruption 
to area residents, 
Saanich council was 
told Monday. 

Development of the 
village on the scale 
planned would destroy 
the existing character 
and visibility of The 
Thatch, chief muni¬ 
cipal planner Gil 
Laurenson said. 


"THE uniqueness of 
The Thatch and a good 
deal of its appeal rests 
not necessarily in its 
history but in its grand 
setting and style,” he 
said. 

“This character 
would be lost as it 
would simply become 
a component of the 
surrounding develop¬ 
ment, and in order to 
retain its quality The 
Thatch should remain 
the predominant struc¬ 
ture and aspects of its 
present visibility be 
retained,” "Laurenson 
said. 


THE THATCH, built 
in 1939 as a restaurant, 
became the home of 
John and Katherine 
Maltwood who filled it 
with art treasures. 
They bequeathed it to 
the University of Vic¬ 
toria as a gallery. UVic 
sold the building and 
the estate to Saanich 
earlier this year for 
$375,000. 

Council told the Lord 
Chamberlain Players 
Society last month it 
would sign a 30-year 
lease after a number of 
impact studies were 
received from staff. 

THE LEASE would 
include clauses giving 
the society 18 months 
to raise money for the 
ambitious project and 
an additional 30 
months to complete the 
village of 65 buildings 
and an adaptation of 
Shakespeare’s 16th 
Century Globe The- 
atroT\ 

LAurenson said he 
was concerned with 


the scale of the pro¬ 
posed development, 
and he anticipated 
problems associated 
with parking and traf 
fic, and disruption to 
area residents. 


"THE scale of the 
proposed development 
should be reduced to 
minimize some of 
these problems,” he 
said. 

He estimated 759 on¬ 
site parking spaces 
were needed rather 
than the 205 spaces 
proposed by the so¬ 
ciety. 

“Perhaps the most 
significant concerns 
related to this scale of 
development centre 
around issues of trans¬ 
portation, parking and 
access,” he said. 


ADOPTING a sug 

gestion by the society 
that several off-site 
pay parking areas be 


developed close to the 
Maltwood property 
could lead to parking 
on nearby streets and 
use of the adjacent 
Royal Oak shopping 
centre property, coun¬ 
cil was told. 

Merchants had al 
ready expressed con¬ 
cern to council about 
existing commuter 
parking problems on 
the centre lot, Lauren¬ 
son reported. 

VIABILITY of the 

proposed retail uses 
proposed could be jeo¬ 
pardized by its season¬ 
al operation and the 
charging of a $5 admis¬ 
sion to the village, the 
planner said. 

A review of other 
isolated visitor attrac¬ 
tions in Victoria indi¬ 
cated minimal spinoff 
effects to local mer¬ 
chants or increased 
demand for new com¬ 
mercial develop¬ 
ments, but a success¬ 
ful operation could 
provide some benefits 


to nearby visitor ac¬ 
commodation. he said. 

HOURS OF opera 
tlon coupled with the 
potential parking defi¬ 
ciency created poten¬ 
tial land use conflicts 
for both residents and 
area merchants, ac¬ 
cording to Laurenson. 

Municipal engineer 
Clifford Warren said 
that in addition to a 
large parking defi¬ 
ciency the most seri¬ 
ous impact the pro¬ 
posed development 
would have on muni¬ 
cipal services would be 
on existing roads. 


SOCIETY spokes¬ 
man Brian Lightburn 
assured aldermen that 
concerns expressed by 
staff were shared by 
the group. 

"We’re concerned 
about the size of the 
site and are actively 
looking at other sites in 
the region to house the 
development.” 

Aid. Irene BJock said 
the "first class staff 
analyses” had raised 
very important issues. 
However her motion 
that council debate the 
reports failed to find 
a seconder.

Three years ago, a 6,- 
900-foot outfall at Clover 
Point was scheduled to cost 
$2.5 million, including the 
cost of the pipe. 

Taxpayers in Victoria, 
Saanich and Oak Bay were 
to foot the bill, and have 
forked out about $2.2 mil¬ 
lion to get the pipe 1,000 feet 
from the pumping station, 
and about 200 feet offshore 
at the tip of Clover Point. 

Now they could find 
themselves paying as 
much as another $7 mil¬ 
lion to move it out an¬ 
other 3,000 feet. 

Bids were opened Mon¬ 
day at the Capital Region 
office to complete the out¬ 
fall to half the originally 
scheduled length, and they 
ranged from $2.7 million to 
$7.3 million, plus $214,000 
for the pipe. 

Noteworthy by its ab¬ 
sence from the bidding was 
the firm of H.B. Contract¬ 
ing, which got the original 
contract to build the out¬ 
fall. 

That contract was let in 
the summer of 1977, but 
work was halted at the 1,- 
000-foot mark, and the out¬ 
fall project was lost in 
court in a maze of legal 
suits and counter suits. 

When the dust had set¬ 
tled it was over an out- 
of-court settlement which 
saw H.B*. keeping $1,545,000 
already paid by the region, 
and receiving another $225. 
000. The region also paid 
the firm $250,000 for pipe it 
had purchased as part of 
the contract, although 
much of the pipe had been 
damaged in storage. 

Regional taxpayers also 
forked over $104,224 to con¬ 
sulting engineers Associat¬ 
ed Engineering Services 
Ltd. for design and super¬ 
vision on the project. 

Legal fees, it was said, 
“should not be more than 
$50,000,” but then there 
was an unknown cost to 
have engineering consul¬ 
tants CH2M Hill study and 
report on tidal conditions 
off Clover Point and the 
outfall design. 

Eventually it was decid¬ 
ed that the region could get 
away with extending the 
pipe out to the 3,600-foot 
mark, and CH2M Hill was 
paid $14,780 to supply tech¬ 
nical information for an ap¬ 
plication to the Pollution 
Control Branch for the 
shorter outfall.

If anything, she said, things were going the other 
way, and her prediction was for British Columbia 
tourism to be up 10 per cent on its record 1979 level. 

Although she hadn’t seen the newspaper article 
which claimed tourism was being hit by the blues, Jor¬ 
dan said going by what she had been told, the writer 
had been given “some very bad information. 

“In fact, tourism throughout B.C. is in a very 
healthy state right now. Our overseas market is up. 
our Alberta-Manitoba visitors are up, and the over¬ 
night stays throughout B.C. from the United States ap¬ 
pear to be up significantly. 

“In Victoria, they have had one of the best seasons 
they have ever had to date. In the last few days there 
may have been some concern, but a meeting my 
people had this morning with the people from Vic¬ 
toria indicated no consensus of major concern or in 
fact that business was down.” 


Up-Island, the reports from places like Port Al- 
berni, Nanaimo and Tofino were that tourism was 
holding strong and appeared to be up, Jordan added. 

She thought the report of tourism being crippled 
would do a “great disservice” to all the people in the 
private sector who were working hard and putting 
up their hard-earned money .to make this a successful 
touristy ear.”

California. 

Jordan said she had called for an assessment of 
California market areas to see what had happened and 
to strengthen marketing to combat any hard times.

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KAMLOOPS (CP) — Po 
lice are still searching for a 
one-year-old girl believed 
to have been kidnapped 
early Friday morning and 
are considering a number 
of theories about her ab¬ 
duction. 

“It is a kidnapping,” said 
Sgt. Ted Jones of the 
RCMP. “A child has been 
spirited away and we don't 
know who took her.” 

Police and border guards 
in British Columbia have 
been asked to keep on the 
alert for the child, known 
only as Marca. Police have 
not yet released the girl’s 
family name. 

Jones said kidnapping 
for ransom is considered 
unlikely to be the motive 
for the abduction. The 19- 
year-old mother and 21- 
year-old father have a 
modest income, he said. 

Police are considering 
possibilities that the kid¬ 
napping is the work of a 
mentally-disturbed person 
who wants a child or a 
professional baby-snatcher 
who might sell the girl to a 
childless couple. 

When last seen, the child, 
who cannot walk, was

A 2H-year-old woman was 
sentenced to three months 
in jail Monday after plead¬ 
ing guilty in Victoria pro 
vincial court to 16 counts of 
using a stolen credit card 
ana one count each of im 
personation and theft 
under $200. 

Judge Lome Pearce 
handed out the jail term to 
Jackie Dorothy Norwood 
after noting she had been 
released from prison only 
months before. 

Crown counsel Robert 
Mulligan said a wallet and 
contents, including the 
credit card, had been stolen 
June 6 in Nanaimo from 
Maureen Bachor. It was 
taken at the Nat Bailey’s 
Villa cabaret, the owner 
told RCMP. 

Six days later, Victoria 
police were called to Mur¬ 
ray Goldman Ltd., a men’s 
store at 1316 Douglas, 
where they arrested Nor¬ 
wood and a male compan¬ 
ion while they were trying 
to purchase a suit and shirt 
valued at $215.28 with the 
stolen card. 

Upon further investiga¬ 
tion, police found that the 
card had been used on 15 
earlier occasions. Total 
amount of goods purchased 
came to $580, court was 
told. 

Norwood was convicted 
of possession of stolen 
property in January and 
August of 1978, receiving a 
suspended sentence and 
probation each time. 

She was also convicted of 
fraud in March of 1979 in 
Vancouver and was given a 
one-year jail term. 

Pearce said Norwood 
was a young woman with 
“a lot of future" in front of 
her, but also noted that 
“you haven't really learn¬ 
ed respect for the law." 

"Well, madam, you just 
think about the I t years you 
could have got (for imper¬ 
sonation) and don't tempt 
the court by coming back 
again," Pearce warned. 

A 41-YEAR-OLD woman 
who pleaded guilty to her 
eighth drinking-driving 
charge was given the mini¬ 
mum three-month jail sen¬ 
tence and was placed on 
two years’ probation. 

However. Pearce banned 
her from driving or owning 
a car during her probation 
ary period and said he 
would suggest a lifetime 
driving ban to the superin¬ 
tendent of motor vehicles. 

Elaine Dorothy Stenta- 
ford, who is serving a four- 
month jail term imposed 
April 17 by Judge William 
Ostler after her parole was 
revoked, was arrested 
June 1 by Saaich police 
after her westbound auto 
struck a tree in the 500- 
block Gorge Road East.

B.C. liquor rule ‘clean shop’ 


B.C. ran a "clean shop’’ 
and had probably the best 
liquor administration in 
Canaaa, the Legislature 
was told Monday. 

Hitting back at NDP 
criticism of secrecy provi¬ 
sions in amending legisla¬ 
tion and claims that the 
province was heading back 
to the bad old days of 
liquor corruption, Consum 
er and Corporate Affairs 
Minister James Nielsen 
strongly defended liquor 
administration. 


He said during the second 
reading of the Liquor Con¬ 
trol and Licensing Amend¬ 
ment Bill, which passed on 
a division along party lines, 
that there could be less se¬ 
crecy because of the legis¬ 
lation, not more as NDP 
MLAs feared. 

Nielsen said officials of 
the Liquor Control and Li¬ 
censing Branch had been 
concerned about confiden¬ 
tiality and before the bill 
had no rules or guidelines. 


As a result "everything 
in their files was deemed 
confidential." 

The amending legislation 
set rules and it was felt 
more information would 
become available, not less. 

Nielsen said some of the 
NDP fears about secrecy 
revolved around another 
piece of legislation—the Li¬ 
quor Distribution Act—but 
he said he had no hesi¬ 
tation in encouraging the 
distribution branch to be 
more open with informa¬ 
tion as long as it did not 
interfere with general busi¬ 
ness concepts such as com¬ 
petition. 


The minister pointed out 
that most major acts under 
his control had confidentia¬ 
lity sections—the Motor 
Vehicle Act, licensing as¬ 
pects of the Real Estate 
Act, the Residential Ten¬ 
ancy Act, the Securities 
Act, the Trade Practices 
Act, the Travel Agents Act 
and others—and liquor leg¬ 
islation was no special 
case. 

Nielsen also told the 
house there had been noth¬ 
ing improper in the pro¬ 
cessing of a liquor licence 
for Grammas Marine Pub 
at Gibson’s Landing and 
said allegations by former 


NDP attorney general 
Alex Macdonald (Vancou¬ 
ver East) had been an¬ 
swered in the house be 
fore. 

Macdonald noted Friday 
that an application by Ri¬ 
chard Janowski for Gram¬ 
mas had been processed at 
"blinding speed’*—Jan¬ 
owski was a law partner 
with Health Minister Rafe 
Mair. 

But Nielsen said the ap¬ 
plication had been pro¬ 
cessed in the normal way 
by public servants and 
Mair had not tried to influ¬ 
ence the decision in any 
way. 


The public servants had 
no choice but to approve 
the application as it quali¬ 
fied. Nielsen said former 
MLAs had been granted li 
quor licences in the past if 
their applications qualified 
and there was no justifica¬ 
tion in refusing an applica 
tion because of a person’s 
name, or because of past, 
present or future associa 
tions. 

On NDP fears of su» 
preme power being given to 
the minister in appeals of 
rejected licence applica¬ 
tions, Neilsen said the ap¬ 
peals were always open to 
the public.

PORT MCNEILL —Sev¬ 
eral forest companies in 
the North Island area have 
indicated there will be staff 
layoffs due to deteriorating 
North American markets 
for lumber. 

’ In the Comox Valley, 
Crown Zellerbach will be 
laying off workers and in 
Port McNeill, MacMillan 
Bloedel has announced a 
similar layoff. 

Port McNeill woodlands 
division manager Derek 
Ferguson said the division 
is due to close Aug. 4 for a 
month. The closure will af¬ 
fect 160 employees. 

Both the demand for and 
prices of lumber have 
dropped sharply in the 
United States and Canada 
in recent months because 
of a lowered rate of con¬ 
struction, company offi¬ 
cials said. 

The weakened markets 
are not expected to regain 
strength until the end of the 
year. 

Meanwhile, negotiations 
between the Port Hardy 
municipality and the 
Operating Engineers’ 
Union are going on. 

The union represents 
public works employees. 

Union negotiators are 
seeking a first contract for 
the recently-organized 
workers but talks had bro¬ 
ken dov\n because of some 
prior commitments of the 
union negotiators.

DUNCAN — If you’ve got a paint brush and desire 
to clean up the town then you’re invited to attend at 
the railway station here next Tuesday. 

The railway station, designated as a heritage site, 
will be the first building to be rejuvenated in the Dun¬ 
can Downtown Business Association’s plan to spruce 
up the city’s downtown core. 

The DDBA planned to paint the building white. 
Currently it’s an old rust-stained red, and in defer¬ 
ence to Canada Day, it was originally intended to paint 
the Canadian flag on the side of the building. This 
would be painted over after July. 

However, the association’s color choice has al¬ 
ready been criticized by some members of city 
council. 

Acting mayor Dorothy Sellars and Aid. Doug 
Barker both said as the building was a heritage 
site, it should be painted in the original red color. 

ALD. BARKER SUGGESTED the DDBA contact 
the local branch of the heritage society for its opinions 
before painting the structure. 

Ed Williams, DDBA tourism committee chairman, 
said the first coat of paint was only a primer. 

“We are not committed to any particular color,’’ he 
said. 

“However, wq.did feel that white with red trim 
would look very nice.’’ 

He said the local radio station would be conduct¬ 
ing a phone-in poll on which color the residents prefer¬ 
red. 

“We’ve got the ball rolling by inviting the public to 
participate and anyone with an old shirt, a paint 
brush and a desire to cleafrup the town can come down 
July 1 and spend as much time as he likes applying 
paint over the worn exterior. 

“We plan to steam-clean the building first and do 
any repairs to the woodwork that might be neces¬ 
sary before applying the paint. 

WILLIAMS SAID THE DDBA paint party will be 
more than just a work bee. 

“It’s also planned as a holiday festival. We have 
permission from council to close that part of Canada 
Avenue on July 1. There will be an outdoor barbe¬ 
cue, hotdogs and pop and street entertainment. 

“Although we are going to make this a festive occa¬ 
sion, what we want to do is get a coat of paint on he 
building to show people we are serious about rejuven¬ 
ating the downtown area.

“What better day to start a rejuvenation program 
of our town could there be than Canada Day. 

“Once the rejuvenation program gets started, the 
whole thing should snowball,” Williams said. 

The DDBA expects that donations from local firms 
will be sufficient to pay for the station rejuvenation 
costs. 

HISTORICAL SOCIETY SECRETARY and local 
historian Jack Fleetwood said that the first railway 
station constructed in the area was at Cowichan Station 
in 1887 and it was painted in the CPR colors of red and 
black.

The DDBA has also received a $15,000 Heritage 
Fund grant, which Williams said will be used to 
put together a plan for the downtown area. 

Environmental consultants, the Lombard North 
Group, have prepared a preliminary study of down¬ 
town revitalization for the DDBA. 

“The availability of some funding spells an ex¬ 
citing future for the downtown core and the E & N 
station will be the first step forward,’’ Williams said. 

HE SAID THE ASSOCIATION’S plans for the 
railway station include an upstairs office for the DDBA 
and a downstairs meeting room for community use. 

The CPR will maintain its telecommunications 
link at the station and its ticket sales wicket. 

Williams said the rest of the building will be used 
„ for non-commercial purposes. 

“It would make an ideal outlet for a tourist infor¬ 
mation booth on steam train and skitrain excur¬ 
sions up-Island.” 

The DDBA is also considering a mall proposal for 
the core, which would include closing one of the 
downtown streets to through traffic. 

“We could make downtown Duncan an exciting 
place to be,” Williams said. 

MEANWHILE, CITY COUNCIL at its recent 
meeting agreed to the closure of Canada Avenue on 
July 1 and to the consensus of council is that since the 
building is a heritage structure, the original color 
must be preserved. 

Williams told the Colonist Wednesday that he 
could not find anything to this effect in the Heritage 
Act. 

It was his understanding that its regulations only 
applied to the structure of the building, not its color.

Short , sudden-death overtime approved by board for NHL | 


LOS ANGELES (CP) — The National Hockey League 
officially took a tougher stand on secondary fighting and 
also brought back regular-season overtime after a 38-year 
absence with the approval Monday of several rule 
changes. 

The NHL board of governors announced at their an¬ 
nual meeting that a five-minute, sudden-death overtime 
period will be played in exhibition and regular-season 
games in 1980-81. 

Overtime — still used to determine a winner in 
Stanley Cup playoff games with 20-minute periods — 
was discontinued by the NHL in league games on 

Nov. 21, 1942. 

If a game ends after three 20-minute periods with the 
score tied, there will be a two-minute intermission 


followed by the five-minute sudden-death period. The 
team scoring in overtime will get the traditional two 
points and the losing club none. 

Each team will get one point if the game remains 
tied after five minutes of extra play. 

“I’m all in favor of overtime because it’s good for 
the fans,” said Jerry Buss, owner of Los Angeles’ 
Kings. ”1 didn’t like the idea of a longer period for a 
number of reasons, but the five-minute period will add 
something to our game.” 

Two other overtime motions were defeated. 

One motion called for a 10-minute period while the 
other recommended two points for a team winning 
in overtime and one for the loser. 

League president John Ziegler said the governors 


decided the overtime period ’’would generate added 
enthusiasm among our fans.” 

No details of the vote were announced but Irving 
Grundman, Montreal Canadiens managing director, was 
apparently one of those to vote against overtime. 

“We’re not in favor of any kind of overtime,’’ said 
Grundman before the vote. “The games already are 
loo long and overtime will only hurt weaker teams.” 

Max McNab, general manager of Washington Capitals, 
took an opposite position. 

“Overtime will be great for hockey,” he said, add¬ 
ing he felt a full overtime period — no matter how 
many goals are scored — would have been prefer¬ 
able to sudden death. 

Ziegler and Scotty Morrison, referee in chief, said 


the owners confirmed their concern for certain aspeo& 
of the game by approving the rule changes connect$£ 
with secondary fighting. 

Now, when a fight erupts, all players must go to a 
neutral area designated by the referee. Failure to do 
will result in a bench minor for the offending team uET 
teams and a 10-minute misconduct for the player or~ 
players involved. 

Also, any player not in the original altercation who 
drops his stick or gloves will receive a 10-minute miscon¬ 
duct penalty. 

There were other minor rule changes, including provi¬ 
sion for nobs on goaltenders’ sticks, the length of the shaft ‘ 
of a player’s stick was increased to 58 inches from 55 and 
substitution will be allowed for coincidental minor penal¬ 
ties when one team already is short-handed.

Veteran slugger retiring 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Willie 
McCovey, hitting .198 and stuck in a 
pinch-hitting role because of two youn¬ 
ger first basemen, has decided it’s 
time to stop playing baseball. 

The 42-year-old Alabama native who 
joined San Francisco Giants in 1959 has 
hit 521 home runs, most ever by a 
National League left-handed hitter, in¬ 
cluding 18 grand slams, another league 
record. 

“Nobody can go on forever,” said 
McCovey, who got off to a good start 
this year and played several games at 
first because Mike Ivie, the starter 
most of last year, had a series of 
injuries. 

Recently, when Ivie went on the 
disabled list, the Giants brought up 
Rich Murray from the minor leagues 


and the 22-year-old rookie won the 
starting first base job. 

“I said all along that I would keep 
playing until some young phenom 
forced me to retire, and it looks like 
that phenom has arrived,” McCovey 
said about Murray, who raised his 
batting average to .305 with a pair of 
hits Sunday. 

McCovey has hit only one home run 
this season, on May 3 against Montreal 
Expos’ Scott Sanderson. It tied him 
with Ted Williams for eighth place 
among the all-time leaders. 

After his retirement, McCovey will 
work in the Giants’ organization, prob¬ 
ably in public relations, as outlined in a 
10-year contract he signed two years 
ago.

Borg in class by himself

LONDON (AP) - Bjorn 
Borg took a roundhouse 
swing at one of Ismael El 
Shafei’s cannonball ser¬ 
vices and saw his board- 
tight racket virtually disin¬ 
tegrate in his hands. 

“I have broken rackets 
before, as many as 10 in a 
match, but never anything 
like this,’’ said the golden- 
haired Swede after he had 
swapped his splintered 
weapon for a new one and 
proceeded to beat his 
Egyptian opponent 6-3, 6-4, 
6-4 in the opening round of 
the Wimbledon tennis 
championship. 

Thus, the granite-faced, 
unemotional Scandinavian 
was on his way to a fifth 
straight title — a feat al¬ 
most defying comprehen¬ 
sion — in this ancient grass 
court extravaganza. 

Keeping stocked in wood¬ 
en rackets strung to 80- 
pounds pressure presents 
no economical problem for 
the 24-year-old wonder, 
hailed by many as poten¬ 
tially the greatest of all- 
time. 

While not necessarily the 
richest, young Borg has 
emerged as the most hotly 
marketed figure in sports. 
He doesn’t have to swing a 
racket to collect dividends. 
He can make people pay 
just to see him get mar¬ 
ried. 

When it comes to getting 
endorsements, he makes 
Bruce Jenner and Reggie 
Jackson look like pikers. 

After he burst on the ten¬ 
nis scene — his country’s 
Davis Cup ace at 16, a 
champion at 18 — he was 
plastered with more decals 
than you can see on those 
belching thunderbolt rac¬ 
ing cars at the Indianapolis 
500. 

He Riugged a drink com¬ 
pany with the band that 
kept his blond hair out of 
his eyes. An insignia on the 
right shirtsleeve showed 
his racket arm belonged to 
a Swedish airline. His ver¬ 
tically strjped shirt, his 
shoes, his socks, his sweat 
clothes all boosted manu¬ 
facturers for a price. 

“I make about $1 million 
in prize money and another 
$1 million in endorse¬ 
ments,” he told a British 
TV audience when he was 
profiled prior to Wimble¬ 
don’s opening.

PANAMA CITY, Panama (AP) — Roberto Duran, 
the Panamanian who took the World Boxing Council 
welterweight crown from Sugar Ray Leonard, ar¬ 
rived to a hero's welcome in his homeland Monday. 
More than 10,000 people chanting "Duran, Duran” 
and “Champion, Champion” turned out at Paitilla 
Airport to watch the plane. 

The crowd included cabinet ministers and leading 
Jbusiness and sports people. An estimated 250,000 
Tnore chanted "Duran, Panama” to the music of 
Halsa bands along the route to the downtown. 

Panamanian President Royo declared Monday a 
national holiday, to be observed as "Roberto Duran 
Day.” An hour after his arrival, Royo received 
Duran, 29, formally at the presidential palace and 
bestowed on him the grand cross of the Order of 
Belisario Porras, Panama's highest civilian 
award.

A pane of glass that fell 
last week from the skylight 
of the new provincial gov¬ 
ernment building on 
Broughton Street was a 
“one shot deal,” B.C. 
Buildings Corporation 
building manager Thomas 
McCann said Saturday. 

“We don't know what 
caused it but we think it’s a 
one shot deal. We inspected 
the roof and there’s no 
possibility of a recur¬ 
rence,” he said in an inter¬ 
view. 

The supervisor of con¬ 
struction for Lord and 
Burnham Co. Ltd. of Van¬ 
couver, builders of the sky¬ 
light, inspected the site, but 
was unable to determine 
why the nine-square-foot 
pane fell Thursday eve¬ 
ning. 

McCann was at the site 
Saturday morning and said 
he looked at every piece of 
glass on the roof, but could 
find no stress marks or 
other imperfections. 

Vandalism was ruled out 
as a cause because the roof 
is closed off in the eve¬ 
nings. 

A sign directing patrons 
of the Greater Victoria 
Public Library, which oc¬ 
cupies part of the building, 
to detour around the court¬ 
yard was removed about 1 
p.m. Saturday. 

The roof is built with 
tempered glass and it will 
take about three weeks for 
a new pane to be delivered, 
McCann said. 

“Tempered glass has to 
be made. You can’t just cut 
yourself a piece like ordi¬ 
nary glass.” 

Rain falling through the 
hole in the roof onto the 
courtyard would be negli¬ 
gible, he said. 


A spokesman at the 
Saanich Fruit Growers As¬ 
sociation storage barn at 
2180 Keating Cross Road 
said the strawberries this 
year “are as big as eggs.”

Videotape evidence 
in drink-drive trial 


The first drinking-driv¬ 
ing trial in Victoria provin¬ 
cial court history in which 
videotaped evidence was 
presented ended Monday 
with the acquittal of a 18- 
year-old man on two char¬ 
ges and conviction on one. 

Judge Gilbert Hogg ac¬ 
quitted Spasoje Ristic-Pe- 
trovic, of 880 Royal Oak 
Drive, on charges of having 
care and control of a vehi¬ 


cle while impaired and 
while having a blood alco¬ 
hol content over .08, and 
convicted him on a charge 
of failing to remain at the 
scene of an accident. 

Ristic-Petrovic was 
charged by Saanich police 
following incidents on the 
evening of Dec. 17.

Three years ago, a 6,- 
900-foot outfall at Clover 
Point was scheduled to cost 
$2.5 million, including the 
cost of the pipe. 

Taxpayers in Victoria, 
Saanich and Oak Bay were 
to foot the bill, and have 
forked out about $2.2 mil¬ 
lion to get the pipe 1,000 feet 
from the pumping station, 
and about 200 feet offshore 
at the tip of Clover Point. 

Now they could find 
themselves paying as 
much as another $7 mil¬ 
lion to move it out an¬ 
other 3,000 feet. 

Bids were opened Mon¬ 
day at the Capital Region 
office to complete the out¬ 
fall to half the originally 
scheduled length, and they 
ranged from $2.7 million to 
$7.3 million, plus $214,000 
for the pipe. 

Noteworthy by its ab¬ 
sence from the bidding was 
the firm of H.B. Contract¬ 
ing, which got the original 
contract to build the out¬ 
fall. 

That contract was let in 
the summer of 1977, but 
work was halted at the 1,- 
000-foot mark, and the out¬ 
fall project was lost in 
court in a maze of legal 
suits and counter-suits. 

When the dust had set¬ 
tled it was over an out- 
of-court settlement which 
saw H.B. keeping $1,545,000 
already paid by the region, 
and receiving another $225,- 
000. The region also paid 
the firm $250,000 for pipe it 
had purchased as part of 
the contract, although 
much of the pipe had been 
damaged in storage. 

Regional taxpayers also 
forked over $10-4,224 to con¬ 
sulting engineers Associat¬ 
ed Engineering Services 
Ltd. for design and super¬ 
vision on the project. 

Legal fees, it was said, 
“should not be more than 
$50,000," but then there 
was an unknown cost to 
have engineering consul¬ 
tants CH2M Hill study and 
report on tidal conditions 
off Clover Point and the 
outfall design. 

Eventually it N was decid¬ 
ed that the region could get 
away with extending the 
pipe out to the 3,600-foot 
mark, and CH2M Hill was 
paid $11,780 to supply tech¬ 
nical information for an ap¬ 
plication to the Pollution 
Control Branch for the 
shorter outfall.

If Vancouver Island tourism is collapsing, some¬ 
body has failed to let Tourism Minister Pat Jordan 
in on the secret.

If anything, she said, things were going the other 
way, and her prediction was for British Columbia 
tourism to be up 10 per cent on its record 1979 level. 

Although she hadn’t seen the newspaper article 
which claimed tourism was being hit by the blues, Jor¬ 
dan said going by what she had been told, the writer 
had been given “some very bad information. 

“In fact, tourism throughout B.C. is in a very 
healthy state* right now. Our overseas market is up. 
our Alberta-Manitoba visitors are up, and the over¬ 
night stays throughout B.C. from the United States ap¬ 
pear to be up significantly. 

“In Victoria, they have had one of the best seasons 
they have ever had to date. In the last few days there 
may have been some concern, but a meeting my 
people had this morning with the people from Vic¬ 
toria indicated no consensus of major concern or in 
fact that business was down." 


Up-Island, the reports from places like Port Al- 
berni, Nanaimo and Tofino were that tourism was 
holding strong and appeared to be up, Jordan added. 

She thought the report of tourism being crippled 
would do a “great disservice" to all the people in the 
private sector who were “working hard and putting 
up their hard-earned money to make this a successful 
tourist year."
